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A ll 24 men who have held the title of 
Emperor of San Francisco will be 
honored when the San Francisco 
Council of Emperors celebrates the begin¬ 
ning of its 25th Silver Jubilee year this Friday, 
February 21 at the Giraffe on Polk Street. 

Former Emperor Steve Rascher is in 
charge of the arrangements for the formal 
cocktail party, to be held from 5 to 8 p.m. at 
the Polk Street bar. Framed pictures of per¬ 
manent title-holders will be displayed, and 
each emperor will receive a special plaque 
in recognition of his reign and service to 
the community. Eight posthumous plaques 
will be dedicated to emperors who have 
passed away. 

The Imperial Court of Emperors and Em¬ 
presses is based on the fascinating true-life 
character of Joshua Abraham Norton, who in 
a burst of enthusiasm proclaimed himself 
Emperor of this city last century. San Francis¬ 
cans, always ready to appreciate the odd and 
unusual, accepted him as their mascot, and he 
reigned unofficially from 1859 to 1880. 

In 1965, gay entertainer Jose Sarria 
named himself the Absolute 1st Empress,

and identified himself as the wife of the for¬ 
mer emperor, or The Widow Norton. That 
monarchy, which began with a sense of 
humor and a hope to raise money, has grown 
to encompass 61 courts in its system by now, 
and is planning a web page on the Internet. 

This year’s candidates for Emperor in¬ 
clude Paul Scates, John Benoit, and Jacques 
Michaels. Crimson, Valentine, and Veranda 
Lanai competed for the title of Empress. 

Voting for Emperor and Empress took 
place last Saturday, February 15 at The Em¬ 
bassy Lounge on Polk Street; Under One 
Roof on Market and Castro; and the SF Eagle 
at 12th & Harrison. All day long, enthusias¬ 
tic supporters of the candidates busily scur¬ 
ried from one locale to another, hustling 
votes, passing out buttons and beads, and 
hightening the visibility of the court system. 

‘A lot of responsibility’ 

Matthew Brown, who was emperor from 
1986 to 1987 and is now chronicling the his¬ 
tory of the court, describes the duties of a 
modern-day emperor in the gay communi¬ 
ty. “It’s very important that you understand 
what the position is when you become an 
emperor,” he told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“You have your normal work that you do as 
an individual, but then you have a lot of re¬ 
sponsibility once you become emperor: get¬ 
ting out there, working with the communi¬ 
ty like an ambassador; being involved and 
helping charities; and setting up events.” 

History buffs will be interested to know 
that there were no consorts for the first seven 
Empresses. Like Queen Bees, they ruled 
alone until longtime B.A.R. columnist Mr. 
Marcus assumed his title of Emperor I (After 
Norton) in 1962. Marcus’s reign helped 
merge the North and South of Market Street 
- “leather and lace” - into the Court system, 
and into the greater community. 

Bobbie Pace (1980-1981) was the only 
Emperor not to have a Coronation, or a 
stepping down. His stepping down was cel¬ 
ebrated as the Joshua Norton County Fair. 

The longest reigning Emperor was Gene 
Bettis, from September 1981 to January 
1983. Before then, separate coronations were

Gregory Fleischer 
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New bill in Sacramento 
revisits civil rights 
for gays, lesbians

n Wednesday, February 12, 

. I Assembly Majority Floor 
Leader Antonio R. Vil- 
laraigosa introduced AB 257, a bill 
which would add sexual orienta¬ 
tion to other protected classes in 
California’s Fair Employment and 
Housing Act. This bill revisits the 
issues that the hard-fought AB 
101 addressed in 1991. 

The Fair Employment and 
Housing Act currently prohibits 
discrimination based on race, 
color, religion, sex, marital status, 
national origin, ancestry, familial 
status, or disability. AB 257 would 
add sexual orientation to that list. 

Villaraigosa, D-Los Angeles, 
was approached by LIFE Lobby in 
Sacramento to carry the bill, but 
seriously believes that the legisla¬ 
tion is long overdue. “Currently, 
almost every group is protected 
from discrimination in housing 
and employment under the Fair 
Employment and Housing Act,” 
Villaraigosa said. “But for too 
long, gays and lesbians have.not 
been afforded this protection. 
This bill rectifies this deficiency. 

“It will bring fairness and equal 
treatment under the law for this 


community, and it is long overdue.” 

According to LIFE staffer Ellen 
McCormack, the lobby considers 
the legislation to be “priority one.” 
As the bill’s sponsor, LIFE will be 
doing grass roots organizing and 
preparing witnesses for testimony 
before committees and other 
groundwork to ease passage of the 
bill. However, McCormack did 
state that LIFE has received no as¬ 
surances from the governor’s of¬ 
fice that the bill will not be vetoed. 

According to Villaraigosa, “In 
the past, this bill had passed the 
Legislature only to be vetoed. I hope 
Governor Wilson gives this year’s 
legislation the support it deserved. I 
look forward to working with him 
to reach what I believe is our mutu¬ 
al goal of strengthening antidis¬ 
crimination laws in this state.”

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HIV hysteria at Hayward 
K-Mart brings lawsuit

1 I Jensen last week rejected a 
X:-?' motion to dismiss a federal 
AIDS discrimination lawsuit filed 
against the Hayward K-Mart, and 
admonished an attorney for the 
company for calling the man who 
filed the suit an “AIDS terrorist.” 

The suit was filed last October 
by a Nicaraguan man over an in¬ 
cident that happened when he 
was shopping with his four-year- 
old son last May. Aksel Dirkzwa- 
ger alleges that after he used a K- 
Mart cashier’s pen to write a 
check for Band-Aids and a Moth¬ 
er’s Day present for his wife, the 
cashier asked him about a blister 
on his right index finger. Accord¬ 
ing to Dirkzwager, after he told 
her that he might have HIV, the 
cashier went into hysterics, and he 
was escorted from the store and 
threatened by a security guard. 

The judge’s rejection of the 
dismissal motion now sends the 
suit to a mandatory case manage¬ 
ment conference. 

“This is a great decision,” said 
Dirkzwager’s attorney, Waukeen 
Q. McCoy. “The case is going to 
go to trial.” 

Although Dirkzwager is het¬ 
erosexual, McCoy told the Bay 
Area Reporter that such discrimi¬ 
nation is familiar to the gay com¬ 
munity and people with AIDS, 
and that the case’s outcome is im¬ 
portant to both groups. 

“He was discriminated against 
because she [the cashier] felt he 
had AIDS,” McCoy said. “She 
probably thought he was gay.” 

The incident took place last 
May 11, according to the com¬ 
plaint, which describes a “visibly 
nervous” cashier who “appeared 
to be frightened to touch” the pen 
that Dirkzwager used, or his 
check. 

The Nicaragua-born Dirkzwa¬ 
ger told the Bay Area Reporter that 
he was trying to explain the situa¬ 
tion by explaining that he needed 
first aid for the blister on his right 
index finger, and mentioned that 
he might have HIV. 

“She asked what happened to 
your Finger. I was surprised. It 
wasn’t leaking anything. I just 
needed a small bandage,” he said.

sistance - Dirkzwager got a first¬ 
hand look at the kind of discrim¬ 
ination faced daily by people who 
have or are perceived to have 
AIDS. 

According to the lawsuit, the 
still-unidentified cashier became 
“extremely agitated” and began 
screaming at him. 

“Why didn’t you tell me that 
you had AIDS before you used my 
pen? You contaminated my peri, 
and I already touched it,” the 
cashier screamed. 

According to the lawsuit, the 
cashier left her work station and 
paged the K-Mart manager, say¬ 
ing over the public address system 
that “someone in my line has 
AIDS, and he touched me.” 

Dirkzwager continued to stand 
in line until the security manager 
approached him and told him 
that he was to leave the store im¬ 
mediately and was barred from 
ever returning. 

According to the complaint, 
the security manager also threat¬ 
ened Dirkzwager. 

“You are lucky. I am not going 
to use force to kick your butt be¬ 
cause your son is with you,” the 
manager allegedly said - in front 
of witnesses and customers. 

According the lawsuit, 
Dirkzwager’s four-and-a-half- 
year-old son was present for the 
entire incident, and was left 
frightened and sobbing. 

Dirkzwager left the Hayward 
K-Mart without his check or the 
items. 
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‘Terrorist threats’ 

McCoy told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that Dirkzwager had “been 
worried” about HIV and was 
being honest with the clerk about 
his need for the bandages and was 
not trying to intimidate her, con¬ 
trary to claims of K-Mart attorney 
John Dahlberg. 

Dahlberg claimed in a legal re¬ 
sponse to the lawsuit that “the 
Americans With Disabilities Act 
does not protect plaintiffs who 
issue terrorist threats.” Dahlberg 
failed to return a Bay Area Re¬ 
porter phone call requesting clar¬ 
ification of the word “terrorist,” or 
for comment about the judge’s re¬ 
ported admonition prompted by 
its use. 

McCoy also pointed out that 
the security manager allegedly vi¬ 
olated Dirkzwager’s constitution¬ 
al rights when he told him that he 
didn’t have a right to speak when 
he tried to explain his side of the 
story. 

The post-traumatic stress of 
the incident has been severe, 
Dirkzwager said, and affects both 
himself and his son. 

“Sometimes at night now, we 
do not sleep,” Dirkzwager said. “I 
have never been treated like that 
before. I don’t like it. I am not a 
terrorist. I am a human b&ing. 

“She was treating me very 
badly in front of my boy.” V 
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Gay supes at top of Sierra 
Club’s annual ‘report card’

| 7 penly gay Supervisors Tom 
| Ammiano and Leslie Katz 
i were recognized at a 
Wednesday, February 5 meeting 
of the Sierra Club’s San Francisco 
chapter, as having the highest 
scores on the club’s 1995-96 su¬ 
pervisors’ “report card.” Supervi¬ 
sor Sue Bierman rounded out the 
top three members of the board, 
said Harold Strassner of the Sier¬ 
ra Club’s executive committee. 

The club releases a perfor¬ 
mance report annually on the su¬ 
pervisors and summarized some 
of the major urban environmen¬ 
tal issues. The club also an¬ 
nounced environmental'priorities 
for 1997, Strassner said. 

“We tabulated the voting 
records of all the supervisors on 
environmental issues,” Strassner 
explained. “Tom Ammiano scored 
88 percent. Sue Bierman scored 86 
percent for all 25 relevant envi¬ 
ronmental votes during the past 
two years. Leslie Katz, who sat on 
the board for only part of 1996, 
scored 100 percent on five votes.”. 
For 1995-96 there were 25 
votes the Sierra Club considered to 


be environmental, Strassner said. 
In 1995, issues included the prohi¬ 
bition of new billboards in Union 
Square for one year and creating a 
Cryptosporidium task force. 

Last year, the board voted to 
ban in-store tobacco displays that 
are at minors’ eye level and to ban 
especially hazardous pesticides in 
city parks. 

One of Katz’s votes was against 
advertising vessels on San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay. The issue arose after a 
barge floated around the Bay car¬ 
rying huge ads for a bank. Katz 
saw the giant floating billboard 
from her law office and quickly 
came out against the practice. 

Ammiano told the B.A.R. he 
was honored to be recognized by 
the local Sierra Club. He then put 
his humorous spin on it, saying, 
“I’ve always thought fishnet 
should only be used for wearing.” 

Strassner said the Sierra Club’s 
report card covers many issues 
that are important to all residents, 
including support for park and 
forest protection; working to 
bring about campaign finance 
and city charter reform; and seek¬ 
ing improved transit, bicycle, and 
pedestrian conditions. 

Strassner went on to say the 


club also opposes traffic-inducing 
legislation such as BART’s 3,000- 
car parking garage south of San 
Francisco International Airport in 
Millbrae; opposes free parking 
and drive-through fast food out¬ 
lets; opposes the Bayview-Hunters 
Point power plant; supports end¬ 
ing tobacco displays for minors; 
supports lead paint cleanup; and 
helps neighborhoods by trying to 
stabilize rents and stopping bill¬ 
board proliferation. 

Among the club’s top priorities 
this year are continuing to advo¬ 
cate for the BART to the airport 
terminus to be at the airport; the 
clean-up of toxins at both Treasure 
Island and the Hunters Point Naval 
Shipyard; traffic and land uses near 
the Central Freeway; and traffic, 
parking, bicycling, and skating is¬ 
sues at Golden Gate Park. 

“An informed public is impor¬ 
tant to a well-functioning legisla¬ 
tive process,” Strassner said. “Stu¬ 
dents need report cards to gauge 
how well they are doing. So do 
elected officials. We hope that this 
report card helps the public to 
know which of our legislators are 
working the hardest to serve us 
better and improve the city’s en¬ 
vironment.” ▼ 


Bob Nelson leaving Catholic Charities to 
head Dolores Street Community Services

t • he board of directors of Do- 
A lores Street Community 
It Services (DSCS) has an- 
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nounced the appointment of Bob 
Nelson as executive director effec¬ 
tive Monday, March 3. Most re¬ 
cently, Nelson served as director 
of public policy and media rela¬ 
tions for Catholic Charities of the 
Archdiocese of San Francisco. 

Nelson said the recent contro¬ 
versy surrounding Archbishop 
William Levada, Catholic Chari¬ 
ties, and the city’s domestic part¬ 
ner benefit law had nothing to do 
with his accepting the new job. 

“This career move was planned 
with the consultation of many 
people and took nearly a year to 
make,” Nelson said in a statement. 

DSCS, which has an operating 
budget of $1 million, was organized 
in 1982 as a multi-service agency to 
address the needs of the people in 
the city’s Mission and Castro neigh¬ 
borhoods. Programs include the 
Richard M. Cohen Residence for 
people with HIV, and the Dolores 
Housing Program that provides 
emergency housing for homeless 


people in the Mission District. 

“We are extremely excited 
about Mr. Nelson’s appointment,” 
said Charles P. Anderson, presi¬ 
dent of the agency’s board of di¬ 
rectors. “We know that his capa¬ 
bilities and experience combined 
with our mission and vision will 
lead us into the 21st Century. He 
has a passion for finding avenues 
out of poverty and homelessness.” 

Nelson has spent the last nine 
years at Catholic Charities, where 
he worked in the development of 
numerous programs and services 
for the homeless and underserved 
in the Bay Area. He also serves on 
Mayor Willie Brown’s Welfare Re¬ 
form Task Force and the board of 
directors of the National HIV 
Housing Coalition. Nelson was 
also a member of the Mayor’s HIV 
Health Services Planning Council. 

“Dolores Street Community 
Services and I make a great match. 
I am excited about our future,”

L abor unrest at American 
Airlines has indefinitely 
stalled the planned out-of- 
court mediation of an 86-count 
anti-gay job bias complaint 
against the airline. 

The discrimination complaint, 
filed with the City’s Human 
Rights Commission last year by 
John McFarlane and ten other gay 
and lesbian American Airline 
flight attendants, had been sched¬ 
uled for mediation on Tuesday, 
February 18. 

American Airlines pilots 
struck the company for 24 min¬ 
utes on Friday night, but were or¬ 
dered back to work for a 60-day 
“cooling-off” period by President 
Clinton. 

The job-bias complaint filed 
by McFarlane and the other atten¬ 
dants includes allegations that air¬ 
line security personnel main¬ 
tained a “hit list” of gay flight at¬ 
tendants to target for harassment, 
illegal discrimination on the basis 
of HIV status and sexual orienta¬ 
tion, and a pattern of anti-gay ha¬ 
rassment by airline management 
at San Francisco International 
Airport. 

“American Airlines is aware of, 
and sensitive to, the importance of 
the issues raised in the McFarlane 
matter and is committed to resolv¬ 
ing any dispute as expeditiously as 
possible,” said Enza Ricciardone, 
an American Airlines attorney. 

But in a notice to Berkeley at¬ 
torney Alice Philipson, Ricciar¬ 
done said that American’s partic¬ 
ipation in the mediation “was im¬ 
possible” because of the strike ac¬ 
tivities, and the hearing would 
have to be rescheduled. 

“This matter needs to be re¬ 
solved. We need to put stuff be¬ 
hind us,” said Patricia Bias, chair 
of the SFO chapter of the Associ¬ 
ation of Professional Flight Atten¬ 
dants. 

“American Airlines has been 
looking over these complaints for 
more than two years. They’ve 
done everything they can to avoid 
responsibility, including lying to 
us on occasion,” McFarlane told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

‘Total lack of respect’ 

According to the mediation 
brief, the attendants experienced 
ongoing incidents of harassment 
and discriminatory treatment, in¬ 
cluding “slander regarding job 
performance, attendance, and 
health issues related to AIDS hys¬ 
teria; disparaging remarks about 
their sexual orientation, falsifica¬ 
tion of evidence and personnel 
file documents, wrongful disci¬ 
pline and false charges.” 

In one 1993 incident detailed 
in the brief, a gay American Air¬ 
lines flight attendant with HIV 
was followed into a men’s re¬ 
stroom, and a security guard 
stood outside the toilet stall door 
refusing him privacy as he was 
sick with diarrhea and vomiting. 

In other incidents, one worker 
was allegedly terminated on 
trumped-up charges but then re¬ 
hired, an African-American work¬ 
er was called “boy,” and a lesbian 
worker who was apparently tar¬ 
geted for repeated harassment 
since 1987 was also allegedly or¬ 
dered to drive 120 miles to report 


to work - after suffering neck and 
dental injuries and a concussion 
in a major car accident. 

Other incidents alleged by the 
workers include repeated viola¬ 
tion of medical confidentiality 
and state and federal workplace 
disability guidelines. 

“American has demonstrated 
a total lack of respect for the em¬ 
ployee. As far as I’m concerned, it 
trickles down from the top,” Mc¬ 
Farlane told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

McFarlane twice contacted 
American Airline president Don 
Carty about the anti-gay bias, but 
received no reply. 

American Airline spokes¬ 
women Andrea Rader said that 
American was committed to the 
mediation, and that it would be 
rescheduled. 

Rader claimed the some of the 


issues in the complaints are relat¬ 
ed to a management-labor rift 
created by a 1993 flight attendant 
strike of the airline. She also said 
the flight attendants had not used 
the company’s formal grievance 
process, or contacted its lesbian 
and gay employee group for assis¬ 
tance. 

Despite a controversial multi¬ 
million dollar public relations ef¬ 
fort aimed at the upscale gay trav¬ 
el market, American Airlines is 
best remembered among lesbians 
and gays for the international 
furor over its 1993 treatment of 
the late Timothy Holliss, a San 
Francisco gay man with end-stage 
AIDS and Kaposi’s sarcoma. After 
refusing to comply with an Amer¬ 
ican policy that his Kaposi’s le¬ 
sions must be covered, Holliss was 
arrested and dragged from a 
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Politickled pink

ior, and utter frivolity that kept snarling the 
traffic, both automotive and pedestrian. 
Well, Sister be damned - we loved it. 

In case anyone missed last weekend in the 
Castro (which seems unlikely, judging from 
the great number of great numbers parading 
about), the dutiful minions of the Empress 
and Emperor candidates were bellying up to 
the bars, bubbling over with insouciant pleas 
for community members to vote for their 
candidates. The whole procedure got con¬ 
siderably wilder than we remember happen¬ 
ing in recent years, and if laughter is the best 
medicine, those tipsy trollops were the anti¬ 
dote to whatever ails us.

oppression can be overcome. It is also 
a terrific reminder that beauty is a per- 
I sonal thing, and that nobody needs to 
feel unattractive or unlovable. 

’ So to all the bears who have 

come to town for this week¬ 
end, we say welcome. Have a 
good time. Play safe, and wear 
your rubbers if you’re going to get wet. 

Finally, here’s a heads up for true politi¬ 
cal junkies who think we’re just silly when 
we compare the fake tinsel of Empress elec¬ 
tions with the genuine tinsel of national 
politics. This Wednesday, February 26, the 
San Francisco County Democratic Central 
Committee will meet at 100 Van Ness Av¬ 
enue, on the 25th floor. Observers expect it 
to be an unforgettable meeting, particular¬ 
ly around the issue of affirmative action. If 
you are interested in being there and having 
a say, get there before it begins at 7 p.m. ▼

L ike never before, lesbian and gay 
media’s mastheads routinely overflow 
with the names of some of the most 
professional and well-respected journalists 
in the U.S. In the highest standards, our 
media covers breaking news, issues, and fea¬ 
tures that matter, and treat them with dig¬ 
nity and respect. Time and again, it is our 
community’s media that break stories long 
before mainstream news outlets know they 
exist. Moreover, our media now help frame 
many of our issues for the mainstream 
media. 

GLAAD has been and remains commit¬ 
ted to lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der media and appreciates the role of com¬ 
munity media in promoting fair, accurate, 
and inclusive representation as a means of 
challenging all forms of discrimination 
based on sexual orientation or identity. 
Both on a local and national level, GLAAD 
assists such media outlets as In the Life, 1 in 
10, Lesbigay Radio, LGNY and the Advocate 
to bring the most current and up-to-date 
information to the widest possible audi¬ 
ences. GLAAD provides information to a 
number of lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender newswires and Internet services to 
highlight breaking news to both communi¬ 
ty and mainstream media. 

In San Francisco, GLAAD continues to 
have a strong local presence with active 
monitoring and challenging of Hate Radio. 
Our annual video project Seen Anything 
Good Lately?, which will be distributed na¬ 
tionally this year as part of an educational 
program, utilizes local activists, entertain¬ 
ers, videographers, editors and producers to 


create a review of both local and national 
television representation. As local media in¬ 
cidents arise, GLAAD’s San Francisco 
Media Resource Center continues to re¬ 
spond quickly and effectively. 

In addition, GLAADAlert, our weekly ac¬ 
tivation tool, is produced locally with assis¬ 
tance from GLAAD offices nationwide and 
distributed to over 7,000 people via the In¬ 
ternet each Friday, and we’re also proud 
that it appears in a number of commu¬ 
nity newspapers around the country. 

From offices in San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, New York, and Washington, 

DC, with Kansas City and Atlanta 
coming on board in 1997, GLAAD 
has been able to pool resources, 
streamline efforts, and re¬ 
tain both grassroots and 
national strength. 

GLAAD has struggled 
to create a GLAAD Media 
Award nominations process geared toward 
recognizing the best our community’s 
media has to offer. In our desire to disman¬ 
tle the barriers that continue to keep our 
media ghettoized, GLAAD began to include 
community-based submissions alongside 
mainstream ones, enabling lesbian and gay 
media to compete directly with their main¬ 
stream counterparts. This year, the Los An¬ 
geles Lesbian and Gay Center’s public ser¬ 
vice campaign netted a nomination in Ad¬ 
vertising, It’s Elementary is the single nom¬ 
inee for Outstanding Documentary, and in 
tlf& Interactive Media category, PlanetOUT, 
Hangin’ Out and Out magazine’s 
OUT.COM make up three of five nominees. 

The volunteer GLAAD Media Awards 
Nominations Committees, comprised of 
professionals in various media-related 
fields, measure not only the quality of work 
submitted, they also gauge the impact of the 



work of its audience. This pits smaller cir¬ 
culation lesbian and gay media against 
mainstream consumer publications with 
readerships far outnumbering those of 
community media. The large and diverse 
audiences of top-selling mainstream publi¬ 
cations benefit greatly from gay- and les¬ 
bian-oriented stories to which they may 
otherwise never be exposed. The work’s 
“impact,” then, may tip the scales in favor 
of a mainstream media entry. 

A year ago, GLAAD recognized a similar 
situation developing in our film cat¬ 
egory, and worked swiftly to ad¬ 
dress it. Without the benefit of 
huge budgets, big distribution, 
and major stars, critically ac¬ 
claimed “indies” flickered 
on far fewer screens than 
did major Hollywood 
blockbusters. As a result, 
they were sometimes 
overlooked. In 1996, we expanded our film 
category and now have one for films in wide 
release and one for limited release. This year, 
that means outstanding films like Beautiful 
Thing did not compete with smash hits like 
Flirting With Disaster. Now all films that 
portray our community fairly, accurately, 
and inclusively get Media Award attention. 

Currently, we are in the process of de¬ 
signing a new method for honoring our 
community’s media, and we welcome input 
from lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender 
media. Following this year’s Awards, we will 
solicit submissions from our community’s 
media. We will also make sure that they are 
not subjected to unbalanced competition 
from larger circulation mainstream publi¬ 
cations. By the 1998 GLAAD Media Awards, 
the lesbian and gay media will play a more 
prominent role and will receive the atten¬ 
tion that we all agree is their just reward. ▼

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Sex regulations: against ’em 

It has become clear that a large segment of the San 
Francisco gay men’s community is not pleased with 
the proposed sex club standards being promulgated 
by the San Francisco Department of Health AIDS Of¬ 
fice. These proposed standards, in particular the ban 
on private spaces in gay sex establishments, has no 
basis in science. In fact, Dr. Katz of the SFDPH AIDS 
Office admits there is no empirical data measuring 
the differences in patron sexual behaviors at sex clubs, 
as opposed to bathhouses or spaces with locked cubi¬ 
cles. 

In spite of the outrage of a large segment of the 
gay men’s community over the SFDPH AIDS Office’s 
proposed standards, and in spite of a complete lack 
of evidence that a ban on private spaces in sex estab¬ 
lishments is effective from an FIIV transmission 
standpoint, Dr. Katz and his office still seem deter¬ 
mined to impose these draconian restrictions on the 
sex lives of San Francisco’s gay men without any com¬ 
munity input whatsoever. 

The SFDPH AIDS Office justifies their sex club 
standards by stating that they were developed in col¬ 
laboration with the Coalition for Healthy Sex. Lest 
there be any confusion, the CHS does not represent 
the community. It only represents a few sex club own¬ 
ers and a few AIDS educators who do not necessarily 
represent the mainstream of HIV education. 

In essence, what Dr. Katz, his office, and the CHS 
are saying to the gay men of San Francisco is that we 
are too stupid to absorb sound HIV edu¬ 
cation and safer sex practice information 
and utilize it properly. Therefore, they’re 
going to limit our sexual freedoms. And 
they’re not even going to consult us in 
the process. 

This is the height of governmental 
arrogance. When bathhouses closed in 
the early 80s there was little known 
about HIV or its transmission. We now 
know a great deal. And we know bath¬ 
houses don’t cause HIV transmission. By putting all 
this time and money into the restricting of San Fran¬ 
cisco gay men’s sex lives, the SFDPH AIDS Office is 
wasting valuable resources that should be targeted at 
prevention education, not codifying a “sex police” 
arm of our city’s government. 

Take notice, men. The city is about to make law a 
restriction on your sex life. You should be insulted 
and angry.

Sex regulations: Forum 

There has been a great deal of discussion recently 
in this paper and the community at large about the 
attempt to legislate gay sex at sex clubs and whether 
bathhouses should be allowed to re-open in San Fran¬ 
cisco. Accusations of “sex police” and homophobia 
are again threatening to divide our community as the 
debate about closing the bathhouses did at the be¬ 
ginning of the AIDS epidemic. 

Before any decisions are made, there are many 
questions that we need to answer or, at the very least, 
discuss: Are men more likely to fuck without a con¬ 
dom at a bathhouse or a sex club? (FYI: The main dif¬ 
ference between bathhouses and sex clubs is that 
bathhouses have private rooms). Can sex clubs and 
bathhouses be effective places to do health education? 
Even with monitors, how can sex clubs ensure that 
everyone will have safe sex? What about private 
rooms in bathhouses - do they give more opportuni¬ 
ties for HIV to be spread? 

Amid all of the controversy lies a basic question: 
whose responsibility is safe sex? The Department of 
Public Health? The sex club and bathhouse owners? 
Yours? Mine? What is our responsibility to each other 
in ending the epidemic? And in keeping our commu¬ 
nity sex-positive? 

The Stop AIDS Project will hold a community 
forum to talk about these important questions. The 
forum will feature a panel sex activists, public health 
educators, and community members including for¬ 
mer porn star Scott O’Hara and sexologist Carol 
Queen, as well as representatives from the Coalition 
for Healthy Sex and Community United for Sexual 
Privacy. It will give gay and bisexual men an oppor¬ 
tunity to talk with each other about different views 
on who is responsible for safe sex in sex clubs and 
bathhouses. 

The forum will be held Saturday, February 22 
from 2 - 4:30 p.m. in the Social Hall of the Metro¬ 
politan Community Church, 150 Eureka Street in the 
Castro. It is free and open to all.

Draconian cuts 

In early January, Governor Wilson announced that 
he plans to increase AIDS funding. He also an¬ 
nounced the next step in his war on welfare. 

It appears to be part of a cynical manipulation of 
people’s lives to advance his own political career. Pete 
Wilson is running early and running hard for the Re¬ 
publican presidential nomination in 2000. By attack¬ 
ing immigration, welfare, and affirmative action, he’s 
banking on the ever-rightward drift of U.S. voters. 

Whether we support Wilson’s AIDS budget or end 
up fighting it once the details are made public, we 
shouldn’t ignore the draconian cuts Wilson is calling 
for in welfare. It would be disingenuous to argue they 
have nothing to do with the queer community, par¬ 
ticularly those of us who are HIV+ or have AIDS. In 
an era of shrinking budgets, we all-know that in¬ 
creased funding in one area leads inevitably to cut¬ 
ting in another. And while we may be reluctant to ac¬ 
knowledge it, we share at least some of the day-to-day 
uncertainties forced upon people who have to rely on 
welfare for survival. 

It’s not hard to understand the impact welfare cuts 
will have on people’s lives. Many of us already live on 
some form of assistance - SSI, disability, cashed-in 
life insurance policies. We get our medications from 
ADAP or an insurance company that’s working over¬ 
time to figure out how to drop our coverage. Those 
of us lucky enough not to rely on these programs can 
probably think of friends who do. And how many 
more friends have had to sell off everything and move 
into a Tenderloin residence hotel as they became sick¬ 
er? 

Imagine having to move yet again - only this time, 
the street is the only place left to go. 

Most of us don’t think our disability checks qual¬ 
ify as being on welfare. But it’s an arbitrary distinc¬ 
tion that only serves to separate us from other people. 
Our experiences may differ in significant ways, but 
we can’t afford to continue thinking, “That’s them, 
not us.” 

And we can’t fool ourselves into thinking it won’t 
happen to us. We already know people with AIDS 
who are being pushed off Social Security, because 
their initial eligibility was based in part on substance 
abuse. It’s not inconceivable that headlines may soon 
read: “Wilson slashes ADAP funds” or “Social Securi¬ 
ty Drops AIDS as Qualifying Disability.” 

Anything we can do to help defeat welfare cuts will 
be worth it. It won’t derail our fight against AIDS. It’s 
all connected anyway. Whether we see that connec¬ 
tion as a simple affirmation of what it means to be 
human and caring, or if we understand the connec¬ 
tion to be a more pragmatic issue of building coali¬ 
tions and strengthening our position for battles like¬ 
ly to face us more directly in the future. 

AIDS is an important focus for us, but we need to 
remember that other lives are also on the line. We 
should be standing on the same side of that line with 
welfare mothers and with immigrants. Not off to the 
side. And certainly not on the other side.

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Chrysler dealership response falls short 

I am responding to a letter to the editor from 
Clark Bufkin and John Nettleton of the December 26, 
1996 issue of the B.A.R. My apologies for the belated 
response, but as I live in Michigan it took some time 
for the letter to come to my attention. Mr. Bufkin and 
Mr. Nettleton state that they “have been dealt with 
fairly by Chrysler.” All should know that this'is not 
the case for the rest of Chrysler’s gay/lesbian/bi/trans 
(GLBT) employees by any stretch of the imagination. 

Working for Chrysler in the factories and offices 
is a living hell if you are even rumored to be a sexual 
minority. Most all hide in fear and make up stories, as 
it is common knowledge that you will have a tor¬ 
mented life if you are found out. When I asked for the 
inclusion of sexual orientation in non-discrimination 
policies in Jan./Feb. of 1992, the Chrysler representa¬ 
tive literally chuckled. I have sent five certified letters 
to Chrysler CEO Robert Eaton since August of 1994 
begging for such a policy. A letter-writing campaign 
has caused thousands of letters to be sent asking for 
the change. All to no avail. 

After I won an election as delegate to the 1996 Bar¬ 
gaining Convention for the new contracts, my speech 
appealed for a contractual inclusion of “sexual orien¬ 
tation” with Chrysler. This passed unanimously, how¬ 
ever Chrysler steadfastly refused to add these two 
words even though they would literally have not cost 
one penny. 

When General Motors agreed to give domestic 
partnership benefits to their employees in Canada, 
Chrysler refused to do the same. Canadian Auto 
Workers President Buzz Hargrove stated that 
Chrysler’s “macho” executives refused. (Mr. Har¬ 
grove’s words Oct. 23,1996 Los Angeles Times). 

The days before our National Day of Protest at 
Chrysler Dealerships on Nov. 14,1996, Chrysler CEO 
Eaton came out with an “internal” memo which said 
that even though they would not put “sexual orienta¬ 
tion” in a diversity statement, that it still did mean to 
include us. This is a joke and totally inadequate. Es¬ 
pecially in light of the fact that weeks later on Dec. 2, 
1996, when a contract employee went to the Diversi¬ 
ty Department requesting help in dealing with anti¬ 
gay harassment, the very next day his area manager 
told him that the Friday after next would be his last 
day, as he was no longer needed. This situation is ab¬ 
solutely intolerable. 

Mr. Bufkin and Mr. Nettleton ask that customers 
come to them to buy Chryslers, and then write on a 
questionnaire that they are a GLBT person. This may 
be a nice gesture, but how the heck do they think that 
this is going to do the job when they have already ig¬ 
nored thousands of letters and refused a demand of 
the United Auto Workers Union to finally treat us 
with equal respect and dignity? 

These two dealers do not seem to comprehend 
how meaningless it is for those of us in the factories 
and offices who suffer when they say how well they 
are treated. Think about it, of course they are well 
treated as high volume dealers in San Francisco, what 
good does that do us who suffer who are not in the 
gay Mecca of the world such as San Francisco? 

They finish by saying, “buy from us and watch 
your dollars bring change.” How ludicrous; GLBT 
persons have been buying Chryslers since day one. 
What good has this done? I think a more appropriate 
and effective strategy at this point, after Chrysler’s 
nasty rebuff/denial of our dignity as human beings is 
to “informational picket” all Chrysler dealerships 
until Chrysler accepts our humble demands to enter 
into a “memorandum of understanding” with the 
UAW adding just two words: “sexual orientation.” 
Also that they implement diversity training. Is this too 
much to ask in 1997? 

We are truly thrilled that San Francisco is forcing 
all companies doing business with your great city to 
offer domestic partnership benefits. Could we in the 
Midwest please have some assistance in getting even 
basic human rights in our workplace?

Working with SFAF 

I have been following the controversy with the SF 
AIDS Foundation and ACT UP/SF for several months 
now. I find the actions of ACT UP/SF insulting and 
degrading to SFAF and the community at large.

I moved to San Francisco six years ago and imme¬ 
diately started volunteering with SFAF. It has become 
one of the most wonderful and important parts of my 
life. I look forward to the time I spend at the Foun¬ 
dation. The staff and volunteers are loving, caring and 
beautiful people. They are dedicated to ending the 
pandemic and providing the best possible service to 
people living in San Francisco. 

I will be the first to admit that I don’t always agree 
with everything that the SFAF does, and I am active in 
discussing my issues with the appropriate person at 
SFAF. I have found that the staff is willing to actively 
listen to my complaints and compliments, discuss the 
issues at hand, and make improvements or changes 
whenever possible. Most importantly, I feel that my 
ideas and input are encouraged and supported. 

I find the divisiveness between two important 
groups to our community insulting. We need to work 
with, not against each other. ACT UP has done some 
wonderful work over the past years, condoming hous¬ 
es, flying banners from governor’s mansions, invading 
Wall Street, and converging on Houses and Senates at 
different capitals around the U.S. SF AIDS Founda¬ 
tion has done some incredible work as well, providing 
a hotline for Northern California, revolutionizing ed¬ 
ucation and outreach practices, and providing multi¬ 
dimensional support to people living with 
HIV/AIDS. 

Again, let’s find a way to work together, not at 
odds, with each other.

ACT UP/SF women respond 

Re: Fat Cat Pat picture is misogyny (letters to 
B.A.R., 1/30/97). ACT UP/San Francisco has criticized 
several people with similar fliers and stickers, includ¬ 
ing Donald Abrams, Martin Delaney, Dan Lungren, 
Jesse Helms and Pete Wilson. But because she hap¬ 
pens to be a woman, it is misogyny to criticize Pat 
Christen, who makes over $130,000 a year as Execu¬ 
tive Director of the San Francisco AIDS Foundation? 

Pat Christen has pushed AZT for pregnant HIV¬ 
positive women, paying little regard to the toxic side 
effects and birth defects it causes for many women 
and their children. As for employees of the SFAF, most 
women and people of color are at the bottom of the 
wage scale. As Executive Director, Pat Christen is re¬ 
sponsible for perpetuating this institutionalized sex¬ 
ism and racism. 

Pat Christen was in charge of the worldwide search 
committee for Executive Director and nominated 
herself for the job. Since she has become Executive 
Director of the SFAF, her salary has tripled. She has 
supported early intervention with high doses of toxic 
AZT and has accepted pharmaceutical industry 
money. In a 1990 interview with the B.A.R. (“AZT 
Maker Planning Ad Blitz,” 3/22/90), while activists 
like Paul Boneberg, co-chair of Mobilization Against 
AIDS, were saying, “Burroughs-Wellcome is the low¬ 
est of the lowest. They’re really profiteering scum¬ 
bags,” Pat Christen was saying, “We have problems 
with what they’ve done with the price of AZT. But it’s 
an interesting question. If you believe that getting the 
information out is important, is it okay that Bur- 
roughs-Wellcome pays for that message?” 

In Pat Christens years as Executive Director of the 
SFAF, we’ve seen acceptance of pharmaceutical in¬ 
dustry money, opposition to medicinal marijuana, in¬ 
stitutionalized racism and sexism, union-busting, pay 
increases for top management, and a tripling in her 
own salary. It is clear that the SFAF’s motive has 
turned from benefiting the HIV-positive to profit and 
greed. No matter what her gender, Pat Christen must 
be held accountable for the “monster” she has helped 
create. Dump Fat Cat Pat!

A poll conducted for the San 
Francisco Examiner by the 
Mason-Dixon 

Political/Media Research group 
earlier this month gives Barbara 
Boxer reason to be encouraged as 
California’s junior U. S. senator’s 
’98 re-election campaign gets un¬ 
derway. While the poll of 811 reg¬ 
istered voters (party affiliation 
was not asked) shows Boxer’s re- 
election support at only 44% (any 
number less than 50% usually 
means vulnerability for an in¬ 
cumbent), the good news for the 
first-term senator is that the same 
poll currently shows her defeat¬ 
ing all of her potential Republi¬ 
can opponents by comfortable 
double-digits. 

As for Boxer’s actual job per¬ 
formance rating, it now “breaks 
down something like 46% 
favorable, 33% unfavor¬ 
able, and the remaining 
with a neutral impres¬ 
sion. The recent poll 
matched Boxer with 
her most likely GOP 
opponents and 
found that state 
treasurer 
Matt Fong is 
the best- 
known of the 
possible Republicans and the one 
with the best chance of ousting 
her next year. Fong has an im¬ 
pressive name identification with 
California voters of 65%, while 
San Diego Mayor Susan Gold¬ 
ing, also a likely candidate, is

known by 43% of the state’s vot¬ 
ers. Indeed, if the Republican sen¬ 
ate primary were held this week, 
Fong would likely win with 22%, 
Golding with 7%, and Repre¬ 
sentatives David Drier of Covina 
and Chris Cox of Orange Coun¬ 
ty (both often mentioned as pos¬ 
sible candidates) with 5% and 4% 
respectively, showing the GOP 
primary to be up for grabs, par¬ 
ticularly in light of the still-unde¬ 
cided Republican vote. 

While Senator Boxer is in bet¬ 
ter political shape going into next 
year’s election than many had 
previously thought, early feelings 
are that she is still in for a rough 
re-election fight, particularly if 
she faces either Fong or Golding 
in the Nffvember ‘98 general elec¬ 
tion. Boxer reportedly has a cur¬ 
rent political war-chest of just 
over $1 million, but Fong, the 
current GOP favorite, is said to 
have slightly more than that. 

If the general election were 
held today, the poll shows Boxer 
beating Fong 47% to 32%, Gold¬ 
ing by 49% to 29%, Rep. Drier by 
a whopping 50% to 26% and Rep. 


good news for the Democrats in 
next year’s California senate race 
is that Boxer is a tireless cam¬ 
paigner, has the ability to raise big 
bucks, and a gubernatorial race 
with Dianne Feinstein as the 
nominee (which Boxer is clearly 
hoping for) would help their tick¬ 
et statewide, greatly enhancing 
Boxer’s chances of re-election. 
Like all campaigns in a state as 
large as California, the Boxer 
campaign needs funding badly;

Politics & poker 

Anyone who thought this 
Congress (or any future one, for 
that matter) ever seriously 
planned to impose term limits on 
themselves should have 
their heads examined. 
Sure, the incumbents 
talk about lofty issues 
like term limits, cam¬ 
paign finance re¬ 
form, and the like, but 
don’t hold your breath. 
The House last 
week voted on 
a 12-year term 
limit on itself 
and mustered 
•only 217 votes, 69 short of the 
two-thirds needed. Never mind 
that polls show that 70% of 
Americans want some kind of 
term limits on both the House 
and the Senate, or that more than 
that many want some kind of 
campaign finance regulation, it 
isn’t going to happen - not in this 
Congress orthe next. 

Frankly, I don’t like term lim¬ 
its; if the voters aren’t smart 
enough to toss out unproductive 
officeholders, let them live with 
these people. (Incidentally, both 
Reps. Nancy Pelosi and Tom 
Lantos voted against limiting 
House terms last week.) 

Expect House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich to keep a lower profile, 
and at least act as though he’s co¬ 
operating with the White House 
on important matters this ses¬ 
sion. A recent New York Times 
poll shows only 24% of all Amer¬ 
icans think the GOP did the right 
thing by keeping him in the pow¬ 
erful Speaker’s job. 

First Daughter Chelsea Clin¬ 
ton turns 17 next Thursday; 
those close to the President say 
that Ms. Clinton will enroll at 
Georgetown and live at the White 
House during her college days. 

Claiming that “for too long in 
this freedom-loving land, cultur¬ 
al subversives (?) have engaged in 
trench warfare on traditional 
family values,” and calling same- 
sex relationships “perverse,” Mis¬ 
sissippi Governor Kirk Fordice, 
a “God-fearing” right-wing, Fun¬ 
damentalist Republican, last week 
signed a law making that state the 
17th in a year to ban gay mar¬ 
riages. The state of Washington 
will be the 18th. 

Sacramento Republicans are 
saying they expect Rep. Sonny 
Bono (R-Palm Springs) to give 
up a safe congressional seat next 
year to seek the lieutenant gover¬ 
nor’s nomination; former Demo 
state party chair Phil Angelides 
looks like the early favorite to be 
the Democratic nominee for lieu¬ 
tenant governor. 

The Los Angeles County 
Demo Committee last week en¬ 
dorsed state senator Tom Hay¬ 
den for mayor in that city’s April 
8th primary, but recent polls 
show Republican incumbent

Richard Riordan leading Hay¬ 
den by about 2-to-l, with nearly 
20% undecided, and few give 
Hayden any chance of unseating 
the popular GOP mayor. In LA’s 
13th council district, incumbent 
lesbian Councilwoman Jackie 
Goldberg is heavily favored for 
re-election. 

The California GOP will hold 
its organizational convention this 
weekend (Feb. 21-23) at the 
Sacramento Convention Center; 
the predominantly gay Lincoln 
Republican Club expects to play 
a prominent part. (How about 
asking the Guv for a couple of ju¬ 
dicial appointments?) Gov. Pete 
Wilson and probable gubernato¬ 
rial nominee Dan Lungren are to 
be the convention keynoters. Call 
(410) 939-3723 for info. 

Speaking of gay Republicans, 
Scott Furman is the new presi¬ 
dent of Log Cabin San Francisco. 
Walter Hanna is the group’s new 
veep. 

Got to hand it to Supervisor 
Susan Leal for being so tough in 
her dealings with Mayor Willie 
Brown and the 49ers as chair of 
the Board’s Finance Committee. 
Watch this woman - there are 
bigger and better things likely for 
her in politics. 

Former supe Tom Hsieh set 
to announce for City Treasurer? 
Leal’s name keeps coming up for 
that job as well.

T his Is Just Another Peyton

So this brings up a number of 


interesting questions, which you 
probably see coming. Seeing as 
how use of the label “Christian” 
usually suggests conservative 
Protestant, what’s there to say 
about non-marital sex at a Chris¬ 
tian singles conference but “Just 
say no” - even if one has been pre¬ 
viously married and used to get¬ 
ting one’s Christian ashes hauled 
on a regular basis?

We are indeed talking about 
these same people turning around 
and trying to find a way to fudge 
on their own beliefs, the beliefs 
they believe must be imposed on 
non-believers with the power and 
force of government, just so they 
can keep getting laid. Well... I guess 
some people hold to their own val¬ 
ues regarding sexual morality only 
when it’s conveeeement! 

Nor surprisingly, my imagina¬ 
tion ran amok as I read the article 
over my morning coffee.

Of the show’s February 11 
plot, USA Today critic Matt Roush 
wrote: “In a Valentine’s episode of 
romantic misadventure, Mike 
(Michael J. Fox) is enlisted to 
masquerade as Carter’s (Michael 
Boatman) lover when Carter’s ex 
(Luke Perry) shows up with a fi¬ 
ancee. Mike’s panic at playing gay 
is below this show’s dignity. It 
would have been fresher if he’d 
willingly gone along with the joke 
only to learn (to his dismay) he 
was lousy at it.” 

Whatever the other faults or 
merits of this critique, Roush does 
what very few mainstream critics 
have ever done: recognize hetero¬ 
sexism as a critical concern. 
Given the diminished expec¬ 
tations that homophobia en¬ 
courages, his review is 
also an admirable re¬ 
minder. Always expect 
the media’s best, or it’s 
the least they can do.

mophile Organizations. Mostly in 
their twenties and thirties, those 
in attendance represented 14 les¬ 
bian and gay organizations from 
different parts of the United 
States. Ironically, none of them 
were in Kansas City - the site of 
the conference was chosen for its 
central location, not to take ad¬ 
vantage of the hospitality of any 
local organization. But the con¬ 
ference’s presence in Kansas City 
inspired local activists, and within 
a month the “Phoenix Society for 
Individual Freedom” was born. 

At the Kansas City conference, 
the decision whether to form a 
national organization was post¬ 
poned until the next meeting, 
scheduled for San Francisco six 
months later. But those assembled 
did establish a national legal de¬ 
fense fund, begin plans for a series 
of nationwide protests in May 
1966 against discrimination in the 
military, and start a newsletter to 
keep each group informed of the 
activities of the others. 

Internal conflicts 

At the San Francisco confer¬ 
ence, dubbed “Ten Days in Au¬ 
gust,” NACHO was formed. Dur¬ 
ing the four years of its existence, 
it helped start local organizations 
in dozens of cities, held an annu¬ 
al summer conference, and wrote 
studies and position papers on is¬ 
sues of concern to gays and les¬ 
bians nationwide. The legal de¬ 
fense fund financed court cases to 
challenge anti-gay discrimination 
in immigration, liquor, and mili¬ 
tary policy. 

Still, some activists faulted the 
organization for having no real 
authority over its member organi¬ 
zations, run as more of a “United 
Nations” of gay groups than an 
actual union of them. Also, many 
lesbians felt their issues and needs 
were rarely addressed by the 


NACHO’s male-dominated polit¬ 
ical structure. 

At the 1967 NACHO confer¬ 
ence in Washington, DC, the 
strains of uniting an extremely di¬ 
verse movement continued to 
pose problems. Important ho- 
mophile groups such as New York 
Mattachine and ONE in Los An¬ 
geles refused to attend for a vari¬ 
ety of procedural and substantive 
squabbles. 

Particularly at issue was the 
question of “credentials,” the right 
to vote and be considered an offi¬ 
cial organization at the confer¬ 
ence. Some East Coast members 
wanted to be very strict about let¬ 
ting questionable organizations 
participate, out of fear of infiltra¬ 
tion by extreme left-wing ac¬ 
tivists. Others, particularly from 
California, felt that any organiza¬ 
tion or individual who wished to 
participate should be welcome. 

NACHO’s 1968 conference in 
Chicago was particularly notable, 
given that it took place just weeks 
before the stormy protests outside 
that year’s Democratic Conven¬ 
tion in the same city. Even though 
Stonewall was more than a year 
away, the 1968 conference was no¬ 
ticeably militant, adopting as the 
NACHO slogan “Gay is Good,” 
and pronouncing a five-point 
“Homosexual Bill of Rights.” The 
new slogan (which elicited 
protests from more traditional 
NACHO affiliates) was conscious¬ 
ly patterned after the black na¬ 
tionalist credo “Black is Beautiful” 
- a reflection of the increasing in¬ 
fluence of civil rights activism on 
the homophile movement. 

Still, the organization was 
wracked by internal dissent, and 
many lesbians who had earlier 
been willing to put up with 
NACHO’s male-oriented struc¬ 
ture refused to participate after

National Planning Conference of 
Homophile Organizations meets 
in Kansas City, February 18, 

1966. 

n the mid-1960s, gay and les- 
I bian activists for the first time 
; initiated a broad effort to co¬ 
ordinate and unite the activities of 
America’s several dozen ho¬ 
mophile organizations by creating 
the North American Conference 
of Homophile Organizations, or 
NACHO (rhymes with Waco, not 
macho). 

In 1963, lesbian and gay 
groups in New York City, 
Philadelphia, and Washington, 
DC had begun meeting together 
and planning joint activities 
under the umbrella of East Coast 
Homophile Organizations 
(ECHO). The many protests and 
public demonstrations led by ac¬ 
tivists such as Frank Kameny aftd 
Craig Rodwell gave ECHO a “mil¬ 
itant” reputation that attracted 
the attention of gays and lesbians 
across the country, many of 
whom felt isolated in their orga¬ 
nizing, and saw ECHO as a model 
for a national, united organiza¬ 
tion. 

On the weekend of February 
18, 1966, 40 delegates met in 
Kansas City for the first National

E. Bay gays honoring 
their own -11 to receive 
Trailblazer Awards

A lesbian plumber, a grass¬ 
roots organizer, and an ad¬ 
vocate for the discussion of 
queer issues in public schools are 
just three of the 11 openly gay 
East Bay residents who will be 
honored Saturday, March 1 at the 
first Trailblazer Awards banquet 
in Oakland. One other honoree is 
not gay, but has made significant 
contributions to the community, 
organizers said. 

A festive, elegant evening is 
planned, said Brendalynn 
Goodall, the driving force behind 
the event, a collaboration of 
AMASSI, Inc., the East Bay Les¬ 
bian/Gay Democratic Club 
(EBL/GDC), and the Gay and 
Lesbian Victory Fund. The public 
is invited to attend what Goodall 
called an “historic occasion.” 

Sabrina Sojourner, currently 
the only African-American les¬ 
bian elected official in the coun¬ 
try, will also be speaking at the 
dinner. Sojourner is a “shadow” 
representative in Congress for 
Washington DC, and a former 
aide to Congresswoman Maxine 
Waters, D-Los Angeles. 

“It was difficult to select the 
people, but we had certain crite¬ 
ria,” Goodall told the B.A.R. “They 
had to be in the East Bay and make 
a contribution in the East Bay. 

“We received about 25 nomi¬ 
nations and selected 12.” 

The award winners represent 
the diversity that characterizes 
the East Bay queer community. 
Goodall said that ten different 
areas of achievement are repre¬ 
sented by the recipients. As com¬ 
mittee chair for the event, 
Goodall said she was pleased with 
the response from people who 
sent in nominations. 

“The Trailblazer Awards were 
founded as a means to celebrate 
lesbians and gays in the East Bay 
who have made significant con¬ 
tributions to the community, as 
well as individuals who support 
and advocate for gay and lesbian 
civil rights,” Goodall said. 

Dramatis persons 

The keynote speaker for the 
evening will be Dr. Elias Farajaje- 
Jones, professor of cultural stud¬ 
ies at the Starr King School of the 
Graduate Theological Union in 
Berkeley. Farajaje-Jones was re¬ 
cently named as a member of the 
Ecumenical Association of Third 
World Theologians. He is the 
only out queer in the association 
and the first to be so honored. 

Live music will be provided by 
Gwen Avery and Alberta Jackson, 
added Goodall. 

East Bay political leaders are 
also expected to attend, including 
state Senator Barbara Lee, D- 
Oakland, and Mayor Elihu Har¬ 
ris. 

In alphabetical order, the 
award recipients are: 

• Denise Beirnes, of Oakland, 
for arts and culture. Beirnes was 
instrumental in setting up a 
women’s studies class at the pri¬ 
vate Mills College and sponsored 
the first gay and lesbian exhibit at 


the University of California, 
Berkeley. 

• Sister Sharon Marie Casey, of 
Oakland, for spirituality. Casey, 
who is not lesbian, helped create 
and served on the lesbian, gay, 
and transgender task force at the 
private Holy Names College. 

• Dottie Fowler, of Berkeley, for 
elder services. Fowler has been ac¬ 
tive in the queer community for 
many years and was on the steer¬ 
ing committee that formed Gay 
and Lesbian Outreach to Elders 
(GLOE). She’s also a founding 
member of the Lavender Seniors. 

• Eric Hsu, of Oakland, for po¬ 
litical work. Hsu served on the 
board of the EBL/GDC for about 
14 years and worked effectively 
behind the scenes for many club 
projects, including a domestic 
partner registry in Berkeley in 
1984, before San Francisco im¬ 
plemented a similar registry. 

• Stephen Johnson, of Oaldand, 
for work in the media. Johnson is 
the publisher and editor of Whaz- 
zup!, a newspaper he started last 
year that focuses on the African- 
American gay community. 

• Valerie Papaya-Mann, of 
Oakland, in business. Papaya- 
Mann has served as executive di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Project of the 
East Bay since 1993. The agency 
has an annual budget of $2 mil¬ 
lion and serves more than 25,000 
people annually. 

• Luis Orozco, of Washington 
D.C., for political work. Orozco 
was born and raised in the East 
Bay. Currently, he serves as a leg¬ 
islative aide to Congressman Ron 
Dellums, D-Berkeley. 

• Grant Peterson, of Hayward, 
in youth and education. Peterson, 
is active in BANGLE, a group of 
queer educators, as well as Gays 
and Lesbians Organized for Bet¬ 
terment and Equality (GLOBE), a 
southern Alameda County orga¬ 
nization. GLOBE has been a big 


supporter of Lambda Youth 
Group’s Gay Prom events. 

• Dr. Robert Scott, of Oakland, 
for healthcare. For the last 15 
years, Scott has cared for people 
who have AIDS in Alameda 
County. He estimates that he sees 
250 patients who have 
HIV/AIDS. He also serves on the 
board of Project Open Hand. 

• Lisbeth Tellefsen, of Berkeley, 
for media work. Tellefsen found¬ 
ed Ache, a lesbian literary publi¬ 
cation, in the 1980s. The newspa¬ 
per features poetry and work by 
African-American lesbians. 

• Kathy Teller, of Alameda, for 
community service. In 1995, 
when the island city was awash in 
controversy over a gay pride 
proclamation, Teller was one of 
the early organizers of a group 
that has since become Out on the 
Island (OOTI), which has be¬ 
come very active in local politics 
as well as social events. At those 
initial city council meetings, it 
was often Teller who would first 
address the board. 

• Myra Williams, of Oakland, 
in the trades. Williams is the first 
African-American lesbian to have 
started her own plumbing busi¬ 
ness. 

Goodall said there will be an 
opportunity for people to meet 
the honorees at the event, as East 
Bay gays and lesbians gather for 
an evening celebrating their 
uniqueness. T

A lleged fire-starter Darryl 
Geyer was indicted by the 
San Francisco Grand Jury 
last week on more than 13 counts, 
including arson and murder 
charges, stemming from a series 
of arson fires set around the city 
last year. 

Geyer, a 19-year-old Ohio na-

tive described by District Attorney 
investigators as “a drifter,” was ar¬ 
rested last June, following an in¬ 
tensive stakeout by law enforce¬ 
ment authorities. Although offi¬ 
cials declined to say that Geyer is 
gay, Dan Addario, head of the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s criminal investi¬ 
gation branch, described the 
youth as “a hustler” who sought 
refuge with gay men in San Fran¬ 
cisco and the Russian River area. 

Geyer confessed to setting a 
July 1996 Nob Hill fire that killed 
a woman after she jumped from a 


window to her death in a failed ef¬ 
fort to escape injury in the blaze. 
He later took investigators on a 
tour of other fire sites. 

Geyer remains at the Hall of 
Justice pending a March 18 Supe¬ 
rior Court hearing for the setting 
of a trial date. 

Although the woman’s death 
could be charged as a special cir¬ 
cumstances homicide, District At¬ 
torney Terence Hallinan will not 
seek the death penalty in the case, 
according to spokesman John 
Shanley. ▼

ing in the military was stymied 
once again with the latest deci¬ 
sion in the case of Philips v. 
Perry. A three-member appeals 
panel of the Ninth Circuit U.S. 
Court of Appeals, sitting in 
Seattle, Washington, upheld the 
ban in a 2-1 split vote on Friday, 
February 14. 

Navy Petty Officer Mark 
Philips said that he was gay and 
had engaged in sexual relations 
with non-military men while off 
base, on his own time. He thus 
raised the “conduct” issue in 
making his challenge. The mili¬ 
tary discharged him in 1995, 
and a lower court upheld that 
action. 

The appeals panel split with 
three separate decisions. Two 
sustained the lower court, large¬ 
ly on grounds of deference to 
the military and their judgment 
of what is necessary for “unit 
cohesion.” 

Judge Betty Fletcher dissent¬ 
ed, writing that “the military’s 
policy of differentiating be¬ 
tween the private sexual activi¬ 
ties of its heterosexual and ho¬ 
mosexual service members is 
not rationally related to a legit¬ 
imate government interest.” She 
drew heavily upon the equal 
protection arguments handed 
down by the U.S. Supreme 
Court in Romer v. Evans, the 
Colorado Amendment 2 deci¬ 
sion. 

Philips’s attorney Matt Coles, 
with the ACLU Lesbian and Gay 
Rights Project, said, “The court 
failed to grapple with the core 
issue in this case. Creating sepa¬ 
rate rules of conduct just for 
lesbians and gay men to accom¬ 
modate the discomfort of others 
is unconstitutional.” 

“This was a premise [con¬ 
duct] that everyone is very 
scared to question,” said Beat¬ 
rice Dohrn, with the Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund. There are a lot of hurdles 
to go over in order to overturn 
the ban. 

A decision on whether or not 
to appeal for an en banc review 
by the full Ninth Circuit will be 
made in the next several weeks. 
The Circuit accepts only a few 
such appeals. 

The legal challenge that 
seems to have the best chance to 
overturn the ban is now in a 
New York courtroom. The case 
is Able v. Perry, which won at the 
trial level and was appealed by 
the government. Last year the 
appeals panel remanded the case 
back to trial judge Eugene Nick¬ 
erson for a ruling base on equal 
protection arguments. His deci¬ 
sion is expected at any time. ▼

ay San Francisco artist 
Gary Bukovnik has a copy- 
' right infringement lawsuit 
against the Italian fashion com¬ 
pany Gucci for copying several 
of his paintings on a Gucci scarf. 

The suit, filed Friday, Febru¬ 
ary 14, claims that Bukovnik’s 
floral watercolor paintings had 
been collected into an art book 
and that Gucci’s scarf design 
copies the book’s images with¬ 
out authorization, sometimes 
identically and sometimes in 
modified form. For instance, 


one of his watercolors was of a 
potted amaryllis with a blank 
tag tied around its stem. In the 
scarf version, the pot has been 
changed from black to terra 
cotta, and the tag has been filled 
in with the word “Gucci.” 

Bukovnik is well-known in 
San Francisco for his fine art 
and his contributions to area 
AIDS charities; he has created 
several card designs for Under 
One Roof, the retail AIDS 
fundraising store on Market 
Street, and annually creates hol¬ 
iday cards for Project Open 
Hand’s home meal delivery ser¬ 
vice to PWAs. ▼

THE address on Castro? 

Saving the Castro since 1982

T he 500-member gay and les¬ 
bian group Bay Area 
Lawyers For Individual 
Freedom (BALIF) has joined with 
ApolloMedia Corporation, which 
operates the extremely controver¬ 
sial Internet web site 
www.annoy.com, in filing an am¬ 
icus brief with the United States 
Supreme Court over a provision 
of the one-year-old Communica¬ 
tions Decency Act (CDA). 

The provision, which criminal¬ 
izes any“indecent computer com¬ 
munications intended to annoy 
another person,” is more than cen¬ 
sorship, according to ApolloMedia 
president Clinton Fein. 

“It’s the most chilling violation 
of free speech that I have ever 
heard of,” Fein said, adding, “It’s a 
freedom of press issue in another 
way.” 

The CDA, which President 
Clinton signed into law with great 
fanfare last February, also spells 
out a fine and criminal penalties 
of up to two years in federal 
prison for persons convicted of 
violating the statute. 

But under its vague language, 
Fein said, for example, an article 
mailed by the Bay Area Reporter to 
someone who found the article 
“annoying” could provoke action 
under the provisions of the 
statute. 

The CDA also suppresses po¬ 
litical dissent, Fein said, some¬ 
thing he experienced first-hand in 
apartheid South Africa. Fein in¬ 
sisted that the effort at censorship 
must be challenged. 

“I believe that it’s not only our 
right, but our duty, to tell Bill 
Clinton to fuck off,” he said. 

William Bennett Turner, who 
wrote the amicus brief, said in a 
press statement that the CDA was 
“the most sweeping restriction” 
on the speech of ordinary citizens 
ever attempted by federal legisla¬ 
tors. 

ApolloMedia and BALIF are 
urging the Court to find that the 
government does not have a com¬ 
pelling interest in restricting “in¬ 
decent speech,” and that banning 
“patently offensive” speech also 
bans sexually explicit speech 
among adults because children in 
the nation’s “least tolerant com¬ 
munities” might find it offensive. 

With 150,000 users signing 
onto the web site in the last two 
weeks of operation, Fein says that 
annoy.com gives users the right to 
discourse freely on all subjects, in¬ 
cluding religion and politics, in 
more than one media. 

The website is intentionally 
abrasive, mixing buzzwords and 
icons ranging from crucifixes and 


swastikas in a non-stop blinking 
barrage. At several points it re¬ 
minds those who have logged on 
that its express purpose is to 
annoy them.

I hate photographs,” squirms 
Brian Bond as a reporter rais¬ 
es the camera. “I can’t go to 
the bad boy bars if people see my 
picture.” There is a relaxed inten¬ 
sity to Bond this morning of only 
his third day on the job as execu¬ 
tive director of the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Victory Fund. 

His white shirt is crisply 
starched, a silk tie (its woven pat¬ 
tern richly intricate but subtly

muted) is properly knotted at his 
throat. He appears relaxed but is 
very careful to stay “on message” 
and talks around those few sub¬ 
jects he doesn’t want to deal with 
directly. The man is a pro. 

The 35-year-old Bond grew up 
near Joplin, Missouri, You can still 
hear those roots in his voice, most 
clearly when he intones the name 
of his home state, “Miz-ZUR- 
rah.” He has been a political 
junkie since high school and 
worked on a number of cam¬ 
paigns in the region. He moved to 
Washington in 1990 to take up a 
job at the Democratic National 
Committee. During the last elec¬ 
tion he was their director of gay 
and lesbian outreach, then 
switched over to the inaugural 
committee. 

“I didn’t relish the thought of 
doing the fight for a White House 
or adminictration job,” he says. 
And he admits to feeling “just a 
little bit burnt out.” But the chal¬ 
lenges of the Victory Fund were 
where “I really felt I could make a 
difference.” He “lobbied very hard 
to get this job,” lining up commu¬ 
nity heavyweights like David 
Mixner and Roberta Achtenberg 
to support him. 

But his selection is not without 
controversy. Some question 
whether Bond’s strongly partisan 
Democratic background is the 
right one for a national organiza¬ 


tion that claims to be non-parti¬ 
san. 

Log Cabin Republicans 
spokesman Kevin Ivers describes 
Bond as “a slash-and-burn opera¬ 
tive for the DNC.” He doesn’t see 
the choice as sending a message of 
inclusion to the community, a 
third of which regularly votes Re¬ 
publican. 

“Log Cabin Club Lap Dogs” is 
the subject line Bond gave to an e- 
mail he widely distributed last 
October. One of its more inflam¬ 
matory lines read, “They contin¬ 
ue to sell their soul and our lives 
down the river.” 

Bond readily concedes he “shot 
from the hip .. .and may very well 
have overstepped the bounds at 
that point.” Almost immediately 
after sending it out, “I took it 
down to the chief of staff’s office, 
and the political director, and 
said, you need to know what I did. 
They said, ‘Oh my, were we hav¬ 
ing a bad day?’ And I said, ‘Yeah.’ 

“I understand where they [Log 
Cabin] are coming from in saying 
that what I was doing in tearing 
them down didn’t necessarily 
serve the community well.” 

Party or community? 

ACT UP’s Steve Michael has 
his own bone to pick with Bond. 
Michael ran for the Democratic 
presidential nomination in the 
New Hampshire primary. He says

he got the information he needed 
on delegates “from a straight guy” 
at the DNC, “by faking out” Bond, 
who “was just there do to damage 
control.” Michael says he was “try¬ 
ing to make the president better 
on AIDS, and Bond undermined 
that.” He has “grave reservations 
about someone who would put 
the party above the community.” 

Bond responds that he was 
doing his job, and looks forward 
to putting his talents directly to 
work for the community. He be¬ 
lieves “the flood gates have 
opened,” and more and more 
openly gay and lesbian candidates 
will be stepping forward to run 
for office. “We have to be prepared 
to meet that challenge” with ex¬ 
panded financial and technical 
support and training. 

He first wants to bring some 
stability to the Victory Fund, 
which has gone through two ex¬ 
ecutive directors in the last 18 
months. “It’s a matter of building 
on the good will” that exists for 
the organization and “moving it 
up to the next level.” Then, as re¬ 
sources grow, he hopes to offer 
more and better training and 
eventually polling support for 
candidates. 

One of the first calls Bond 
made after starting the job was to 
Rich Tafel, executive director of 
Log Cabin Republicans. They are 
going to sit down and talk. “I 
would love to do a couple of joint 
events,” says Bond. “I have a com¬ 
mitment to do this job on a non¬ 
partisan basis, to bring in the most 
people to advance our communi¬ 
ty and our candidates. I will do 
everything in my power to be fair.” 

But he admits, “Talk is cheap. 
I’m from the ‘Show Me’ state, so I 
think the biggest pressure on me 
is to produce.” Even his critics 
would agree with Bond on that. ▼ 
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NGLTF, HRC leaders 
talk with the BA.R.

T he leaders of the two leading 
gay political organizations in 
America say that their groups 
are just as important as ever in the 
Bay Area in particular and North¬ 
ern California in general. Kerry 
Lobel, the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force (NGLTF) execu¬ 
tive director, and Elizabeth Birch, 
executive director of the Human 
Rights Campaign (HRC), met 
with the Bay Area Reporter during 
Gay Ski Week in Aspen, Colorado 
last month. Birch has Bay Area ties; 
she was the chief litigating attorney 
at Apple Computer before taking 
the top job at HRC. 

“We have some of our largest 
memberships there,” Lobel said, 
referring to the Bay Area, despite 
the fact that NGLTF closed its San 
Francisco office after former 
media director Robert Bray left in 
December. “Traditionally, Califor¬ 
nians have a dislike of people 
from the [Washington, DC] Belt- 
way, and that’s made it hard for 
some of the media work. But 
some of our deepest relationships 
are with people in California.” 

Both NGLTF, founded in 1973, 
and HRC, formed in 1980, are 
based in Washington, DC. HRC 
concentrates on lobbying work, 
its political action committee 
(PAC), and is active in all aspects 
of the legislative process. NGLTF 
focuses on supporting grassroots 
organizing and provides informa¬ 
tion on public policy issues. 

HRC is the largest national gay 
political organization, with 
200,000 members, Birch said. An 
estimated 20 percent of the mem¬ 
bership is heterosexual. NGLTF 
has a membership of more than 
35,000 people, Lobel said. 

Birch said the presence of so 
many gay and lesbian groups in 
the state is also a factor. “It [HRC] 
becomes dissipated in California 
with so many organizations,” she 
acknowledged. 

There’s something else to con¬ 
sider as well, they pointed out: 
both HRC and NGLTF spend 
time and resources with gay com¬ 
munities in smaller states that 
don’t have the large, sophisticated 
gay communities that exist in sev¬ 
eral California cities. 

“A substantial portion of our 
income comes from the middle of 
the country,” Birch said. 

The women were asked about 
the direction and focus of their 
organizations in the event that the 
AIDS pandemic somehow gets 
under control. Neither Birch nor 
Lobel suggested that 'would hap¬ 
pen in the foreseeable future. 

“One-half of HRC lobbying is 
spent on getting money for 
HIV/AIDS,” Birch said. “The les¬ 
bian and gay movement will never 
abandon the disease until there is 
a cure. We have a moral obligation 
to stay focused on the disease 
until it’s over.” 

She added that in San Francis¬ 
co, during the early years of AIDS, 
she couldn’t imagine a day would 
come when the end of AIDS 
would even be discussed as some¬ 
thing that actually might happen. 

Added Lobel, “When the cure 
comes, the barriers to that cure will 
still be in place. Homophobia will 
still be there. There are very bad 
sodomy laws, and people [can’t] 
do HIV education and prevention. 
Those laws are still in place. The're 
is still a world of work. 


“Many, many people can’t af¬ 
ford the new drugs. And that cure 
is not going to change lives of gay 
people in our struggle for free¬ 
dom,” Lobel said. 

NGLTF programs 

There are three things NGLTF 
is focusing on, Lobel said. The 
first is its annual Creating Change 
Conference, scheduled for No¬ 
vember 6-10 in Alexandria, Vir¬ 
ginia. The conference is a gather¬ 
ing of activists and organizers in 
the gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender movements. 

NGLTF also has a policy insti¬ 
tute in Washington, DC that 
serves as a resource center for gay 
and lesbian organizations and ac¬ 
tivists. 

The institute translates acade¬ 
mic research into activist-accessi¬ 
ble information, initiates new re¬ 
search, and produces public poli¬ 
cy documents. Cutting-edge edu¬ 
cational materials are also pro¬ 
duced, Lobel explained. 

Finally, NGLTF has a public 
policy staff that continues work¬ 
ing for social justice. 

Focus of HRC 

Birch said the HRC’s quarterly 
magazine has been expanded. Ad¬ 
ditionally, the group’s one-of-a- 


kind Action Center on the World 
Wide Web allows users to send in¬ 
stant electronic messages to their 
representatives in Congress. 

“We’ll also continue the Youth 
College this year,” Birch said. 

Lobbying efforts on all of the 
issues affecting the gay communi¬ 
ty will continue. Those issues in¬ 
clude AIDS funding, domestic 
partner benefits, same-sex mar¬ 
riage, and employment non-dis¬ 
crimination laws. 

Lobel said the work accom¬ 
plished by both NGLTF and HRC 
has, over the years, brought 
change for the better. 

“In the Bay Area, political 
power and activism are united. 
The work HRC’s done [has 
helped] elect good candidates and 
changed the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors,” said Lobel, refer¬ 
ring to three of the members 
being openly gay or lesbian. 

Birch said all the national gay 
groups need to continue working 
together. 

“It’s going to take all of us. No 
one is arrogant enough to do it 
alone,” Birch said. ▼

Catholics petition 
for change, 
including end to 
homophobia

I oman Catholic activists on 
? the first Sunday of Lent, 
11% February 16, were out in 
force in several cities, seeking sup¬ 
port for the unsanctioned and 
controversial “We are Church” ref¬ 
erendum that calls for a liberal¬ 
ization of the church. 

The group is pursuing numer¬ 
ous reforms, including respect for 
rights of gay and lesbian 
Catholics, women’s ordination, 
optional celibacy for clergy, and 
“primacy of conscience in moral 
decision making.” 

Petitioners gathered at St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral in New York 
City and Holy Name Cathedral in 
Chicago, among other churches. 
Cardinal John O’Connor told the 
congregation in St. Patrick’s it is 
“up to your conscience whether 
you sign any kind of a petition at 
all.” 

The coalition movement has 
already garnered 2 million signa¬ 


tories in Austria and West Ger¬ 
many, where it was started in 
1995. “We are Church” seeks 1 
million signatures in the United 
States by Pentecost, May 18. 

The national coordinator of 
the coalition. Sister Maureen 
Fiedler, said, “Jesus affirmed peo¬ 
ple and engaged in lively dia¬ 
logues with them - even with 
those with whom he disagreed. 
The Church is called to follow 
that example.” 

Said Fiedler outside St. 
Patrick’s, “I think that if our faith 
community is going to be true to 
that kind of church that Jesus left 
us, we have to be open and dia¬ 
logic as well.” 

A Chicago radio station sam¬ 
pled the opinions of 12 worship¬ 
pers on the reforms. All 12 fa¬ 
vored ordination of women; the 
vote for gay and lesbian recogni¬ 
tion was split; and there were un¬ 
clear results for making celibacy 
voluntary. One person said it 
would increase candidates in a 
time of need. T 


Gay Rep. delivers

, : rizona Representative Jim 
Kolbe delivered the Repub- 
x t licahs’ weekly nationwide 
radio broadcast on Saturday, Feb¬ 
ruary 15, for the first time since he 
officially confirmed his homosex¬ 
uality last August. Kolbe did not 
discuss matters relating to sexual 
freedom, but restricted his com¬ 
ments to support of the now-dead 
balanced budget amendment. 

Kolbe said the only true way to

Kolbe held a series of town hall 
meetings with constituents last 
month and says the two biggest is¬ 
sues he heard discussed were So¬ 
cial Security and balancing the 
budget. 

Kolbe and Democratic Repre¬ 
sentative Charlie Stenholm of 
Texas co-chair the Public Pension 
Reform Caucus, a bipartisan 
group hoping to deal with the 
problem of a diminishing Social 
Security fund. 

Congressional Republicans gave 
up on passing a balanced budget 
amendment on Monday. ▼

Chicago flight, resulting in inter¬ 
national negative press for the air¬ 
line. 

American Airlines was also 
deeply embarrassed after a 1993 
incident when workers on flights 
from Washington, DC to Dallas 
requested “a complete change of 
all pillows and blankets due to gay 
activists on board.” The activists 
were returning home from the 
April 1993 March on Washington. 


What’s next? 

If the still-unscheduled medi¬ 
ation is unsuccessful, a hearing on 
the charges could be held by the 
full Human Rights Commission. 

If the complaints are upheld by 
the HRC, it could recommend the 
city’s SFO contracts with the air¬ 
line be canceled or modified be¬ 
cause of the anti-gay workplace 
discrimination. 

McFarlane and the other com¬ 
plainants also have grounds to sue 
under civil and federal workplace 
discrimination statutes.

Musical Czars: 

Goosby, formerly of 
SFGH, named AIDS Czar

A IDS czar” Patsy Fleming de¬ 
parted on Valentine’s Day, 
and when the music 
stopped, the White House press 
office released a low-key state¬ 
ment saying that Eric P. Goosby 
would sit in her chair as acting di¬ 
rector of the Office of National 
AIDS Policy (ONAP). 

Fleming had begun the job as 
an interim replacement for the 
first director, Christine Gebbie, 
and was made permanent a few 
months into her two-and-a-half- 
year tenure. Opinion is divided as 
to whether Goosby will follow 
that pattern. 

Goosby’s paper credentials are 
impeccable. He’s African-Ameri¬ 
can, a medical doctor, and has been 
involved with HIV for 14 years. 
Stops include work as a primary 
care physician at San Francisco 
General Hospital and his present 
work as coordinator of HIV activi¬ 
ties at the Department of Health 
and Human Services (HHS). 

His most visible current pro¬ 
ject is, in light of protease thera¬ 
py, to coordinate creation of new 
guidelines for treatment, and the 
financial policy of third parties, 
health insurers, and Medicare, 
and Medicaid to pay for them. 
The first step was an NIH-spon- 
sored conference in November 
which was supposed to have led to 


guidelines being issued in Janu¬ 
ary. That didn’t happen. The tar¬ 
get date is now March. 

“He’s a nice guy, he is very 
well-intentioned,” said one AIDS 
insider, reflecting the consensus of 
that small community. The only 
problem is, “I don’t think he has 
ever quite figured out how to 
make things work. He’s not a very 
competent administrator.” 

The source recounted one 
meeting where Goosby asked in 
all sincerity, “Do you think people 
are going to want to take protease 
inhibitors?” It took a half hour of 
discussion to convince the bu¬ 
reaucrat that the question wpuld 
take care of itself. 

Most people have several rea¬ 
sons to be reluctant to speak of 
Goosby on the record. One is that 
they do like the man. They also 
are aware that they must work 
with him. And finally, they ques¬ 
tion whether disagreement over 
staffing a position of questionable 
utility is the best use of their time 
and resources when policy and 
funding issues are looming. 

Another Washington insider is 
concerned that moving Goosby to 
the White House will allow HHS 
to eliminate its own AIDS office. 
“Shalala has been trying to elimi¬ 
nate it for the past three years,” he 
said. “She really doesn’t like 
HIV/AIDS, even though it is her 
bread and butter issue, both fi¬ 
nancially and in terms of public 


visibility.” A third person calls the 
HHS shut-down “inevitable.” 

About the only people willing 
to speak of Goosby on the record 
are outsiders, ACT UP/DC. “This 
is another wasted opportunity,” 
said Steve Michael. Wayne Turner 
added, “Selection of another bu¬ 
reaucratic paper-pusher proves 
that Bill Clinton has no interest in 
fighting the AIDS epidemic.” They 
noted that while Clinton touted 
the NIH-led search for an AIDS 
vaccine in his State of the Union 
address, his proposed spending 
increase for the NIH didn’t even 
keep pace with inflation. 

The AIDS Action Council was 
careful to show respect for Goos¬ 
by, while at the same time making 
it clear that his appointment 
should be but a transition, not a 
final solution. Executive director 
Daniel Zingale urged that ONAP 
be elevated to a Cabinet-level po¬ 
sition and be used'“as a bully pul¬ 
pit to affect political and societal 
change. It must be given sufficient 
resources for the fight against 
AIDS. 

“We urge that he [the presi¬ 
dent] consider high-profile fig¬ 
ures such as Henry Cisneros [for¬ 
mer Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development], Jesse Jack- 
son, [outgoing FDA Commission¬ 
er] David Kessler, [former Texas 
Governor] Ann Richards, or Gen. 
John Shalikashvili [chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff].” ▼

' he Mayor’s HIV Health Ser- 
- vices Planning Council is 
1 holding a retreat on Satur¬ 
day, February 22 in San Francisco. 
The session runs from 9:30 a.m. to 
5:30 p.m. and is open to the pub¬ 
lic, just like regular council meet¬ 
ings. There will also be an oppor¬ 
tunity for public comment early 
in the day. 

The retreat is being facilitated 
by staff from the Support Center, 
who have been working with the 
council since last fall. 

A number of topics will be dis¬ 
cussed, including how to complete 
the prioritization process that will 
take place later this year for the next 
cycle of federal Ryan White CARE 
funds. The prioritization process 
used by the council last November 
and December involved facilitators 
from the Support Center, who 
worked with members to deter¬ 
mine the ranking of HIV/AIDS 
service categories and the dollar 
amounts for each. Council mem¬ 
bers’ opinions over last year’s 
progress have been muted. 

The council will also receive an 
overview of their federally man¬ 
dated responsibilities. Unlike the 
HIV Prevention Planning Coun¬ 
cil, which is an advisory group, 
this body is charged with deter¬ 


mining specific dollar amounts 
for each service category, as well 
as determining the service cate¬ 
gories. 

Council member Diane Jones, 
who’s helping plan the retreat, said 
the group needs to determine what 
would be a “meaningful process.” 

The roles of the council co¬ 
chairs and the council’s working 
committees will also be discussed. 

The last council retreat was 
held August 10. Attendance by 
members was low, and member 
Will Carter urged people to attend 
Saturday’s session. 

“I’d like to ask people to really 
attempt to come to this,” Carter 
said. 

Some time will also be spent 
working on team building - or as 
Jones put it, “how we can work 
better.” ▼ 


The retreat will be held in 
Room 301 of San Francisco 
State University’s downtown 
campus, located at 425 Market 
Street, at Fremont.

SF HIV prevention 
plan reviewed

A new leader will be elected to 
San Francisco’s 37-member 
HIV Prevention Planning 
Council (HPPC) next month. 
Outgoing co-chair Ana Claire 
Meyer said she leaves the post after 
two years with a feeling of accom¬ 
plishment, but also the realization 
that much remains to be done in 
terms of HIV prevention efforts. 

The council has one co-chair 
from the Department of Public 
Health - Gene Copello, chief of 
the Health and Prevention Ser¬ 
vices Branch of the AIDS Office - 
plus two co-chairs from the com¬ 
munity. In addition to Meyer, 
Ronnie Ashley/Chata is a commu¬ 
nity co-chair; their terms are stag¬ 
gered in two-year cycles, so Ash¬ 
ley/Chata will stay. Council mem¬ 
ber Ellen Goldstein was nominat¬ 
ed for Meyer’s co-chair position at 
the Thursday, February 13 council 
meeting. 

Also at Thursday’s meeting, 
council members received the first 
in a series of orientations to the 
1997 HIV Prevention Plan that 
the HPPC released last month. 
Lyn Paleo of Harder + Company, 
which consulted and wrote the 
nearly 700-page document, said, 
“This plan is the stepping-stone 
for work this year.” 

The council’s working com¬ 
mittees put together all the ideas 
in the prevention plan, Meyer 
said. The consultants wrote the 
plan, which was ultimately ap¬ 
proved by the council. 

“I think everyone’s really 
happy with the plan,” Meyer said 
of the end result. 


Meyer told the B.A.R. that the 
HPPC decided that trying to pri¬ 
oritize strategies and interven¬ 
tions in the plan “was unrealistic 
with the diversity of the city.” For 
example, street outreach would be 
appropriate for the Tenderloin 
and Castro, but would not suc¬ 
cessfully reach other targets. Sup¬ 
port groups would probably work 
for women, Meyer explained, but 
“probably not for injection drug 
users (IDUs).” 

“We decided we couldn’t pri¬ 
oritize,” Meyer said. “We left it up 
to the providers to explain to the 
council.” 

According to Meyer, the philo¬ 
sophical development around 
specific behavioral risk groups 
began with the first prevention 
plan, in 1995. Strategic interven¬ 
tion and priority-setting took 
place in the council’s second year, 
with the council’s goal of devel¬ 
oping a Request for Proposal 
(RFP) process, through which 
agencies bid for HIV prevention 
contracts last November. 

In previous years, the AIDS 
Office made the recommenda¬ 
tions that were then approved by 
the Health Commission. 

Dr. Mitch Katz, the AIDS Office 
director, upset some HPPC mem¬ 
bers by acting against the council’s 
recommendations in awarding the 
prevention contracts this yean In 
some instances, agencies that re¬ 
ceived the contracts did not meet 
criteria the council set in the RFPs. 

A compromise was ultimately 
reached earlier this month, and 
the Health Commission approved 
over $2 million in federal preven¬

O ver 70 AIDS activists, se¬ 
niors, and healthcare pro¬ 
fessionals converged on tiny 
Fairmont Hospital in San Lean¬ 
dro Friday, February 14 to protest 
Alameda County’s delays in relo¬ 
cating the AIDS Clinic from its 
cramped, crowded area to more 
spacious quarters. 

The 12-year-old clinic, located 
in a ground floor building, shares 
space with a women s clinic and a 
prenatal clinic. Oftentimes, sick 
kids are in the same waiting area 
as AIDS patients, a potentially 
dangerous situation, according to 
ACT UP/East Bay member John 
Iversen, who organized the Valen¬ 
tine’s Day picket. 

Iversen said the county has 
needlessly delayed moving the 
AIDS Clinic to the vacant second 
floor of Building C, yet hospital 
CEO Mike Smart redecorated his 
office when he moved to Fair¬ 
mont Hospital last year. Promises 
for a larger clinic have been forth¬ 
coming from the county since De¬ 
cember 1995, but nothing has 
been done, added Iversen. 

Smart was noticeably absent 
during the peaceful but vocal

Key step found 
in HIV dementia

n a finding that may lead to 
new therapies, researchers re¬ 
ported Wednesday, February 
12 they have discovered the first 
step in the process that leads to 
dementia in up to a third of pa¬ 
tients with AIDS. 

Writing in the British journal 
Nature, the investigators from the 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute in 
Boston said they have deciphered 
part of the biochemical “pass¬ 
word” by which HIV, which caus¬ 
es AIDS, gains entry to brain cells 
- the first key step toward AIDS 
dementia. 

The finding opens the door to 
potential new therapies for HIV 
brain infections, the study authors 
said. While current combination 
drug treatments can suppress the 
virus in the blood, they are less ef¬ 
fective against HIV in the brain, 
raising the dire possibility of a 
drug-resistant strain emerging 
from its cerebral hideaway to re¬ 
infect the rest of the body. 

In AIDS dementia, nerve cells 
called neurons die. While not 
themselves infected by HIV, the 
nerve cells are believed to be killed 
by toxins released when the virus 
infects neighboring cells. 

“We focused on microglia, spe¬ 
cialized immune system cells 
found in the brain which are 
closely related to white blood cells 
called macrophages, which, along 
with T cells, are HIV’s usual 
haunts,” said lead study author 
Dr. Dana Gabuzda. 

For a decade, researchers have 
known that microglia provide a 
key target in the brain for HIV in¬ 
fection, but they had no details 
about the mechanism for such in¬ 


fection. Because of their structur¬ 
al similarity, microglia and 
macrophages were believed to be 
infected in similar fashion. 

Previous studies showed HIV 
gains access to macrophages by 
latching onto a so-called “CD4 re¬ 
ceptor” on the cell’s surface and 
onto a co-receptor called CCR5. 
The latest experiments showed 
HIV binds to not only CD4 and 
CCR5 but to yet another co-re¬ 
ceptor known as CCR3, said co¬ 
author Jianglin He. 

“We found that when sub¬ 
stances that normally bind to 
CCR5 and CCR3 are present, HIV 
infection is blocked, suggesting 
both co-receptors are involved in 
letting the virus inside the cell,” 
Gabuzda said. “This is the first 
time CCR3 has been shown to 
play a role in HIV infection of 
cells in the body.” 

While other culprits may ease 
HIV’s accessibility into cells, 
knowing at least part of the “co¬ 
receptor entrance code” may help 
researchers design drugs that 
block the brain infection. 

Currently, the only effective drug 
against HIV in the brain is AZT - 
which is useful for only a couple of 
years. After that, drug-resistant 
forms of HIV usually emerge to ren¬ 
der the drug powerless: 

“The hope is to design drugs 
that, by chemically blocking 
CCR5 and CCR3 or other impor¬ 
tant co-receptors, can prevent in¬ 
fection of microglia from taking 
place, thereby preventing or de¬ 
laying the onset of AIDS demen¬ 
tia,” Gabuzda said. 

For the 20 percent to 30 per¬ 
cent of AIDS patients who devel¬ 
op dementia, the symptoms can 
range from mild cognitive im¬ 
pairment to severe psychological 
and motor dysfunction. ▼

Donna Shalala blinks 
on needle exchange

T he glacier of federal intransi¬ 
gence on needle exchange 
programs may be beginning 
to melt. The sign came in a Tues¬ 
day, February 18 letter and report 
from Secretary of Health and 
Human Services (HHS) Donna 
Shalala. The report contained no 
new data and consisted largely of 
excerpts from previous reports by 
other agencies. But it did, for the 
first time, acknowledge research 
indicating the effectiveness of nee¬ 
dle exchange programs in reducing 
the transmission of HIV infection. 

It was not a ringing endorse¬ 
ment of those programs, nor did 
it advocate dropping the federal 
ban on funding such programs. 
But at least the door had been 
cracked ajar. 

The report made clear that this 
was not Shalala’s initiative, but a 
response to a September request 
by Appropriations Committee 
chair Senator Arlen Specter (R- 
Pennsylvania). He had sought 
“data regarding the efficacy of 
needle exchange programs for re¬ 
ducing HIV transmission, and not 
encouraging illegal drug use.” 

The closing “summary,” not 
conclusion, of the report stated: 


“Overall these studies indicate 
that needle exchange programs 
can have an impact on bringing 
difficult-to-reach populations 
into systems of care that offer 
drug dependency services, mental 
health, medical and support ser¬ 
vices. These studies also indicate 
that needle exchange programs 
can be an efficient component of 
a comprehensive strategy to pre¬ 
vent HIV and other blood-borne 
infectious diseases in communi¬ 
ties that choose to include them.” 

Shalala’s report contrasted 
with, in fact illustrated, the 
strongly-worded conclusions 
reached the previous week by an 
NIH panel of outside experts 
studying barriers to prevention of 
HIV infection. 

Those experts warned that a 
“dangerous chasm” exists between 
science and public policy. It 
charged that politics was placing 
the public health “at greatest risk.” 
And it called support of needle 
exchange a top priority. [See story, 
next page.] 

Reaction from the AIDS com¬ 
munity was positive, though 
guarded. Winnie Stachelberg, leg¬ 
islative director of the Human 
Rights Campaign (HRC), said 
that HHS “reached the only scien¬ 
tifically honest conclusion possi¬ 


ble.” She called it important that 
“for the first time in the history of 
the AIDS epidemic, the federal 
government has publicly stated 
this conclusion.” 

Ben Schatz is executive direc¬ 
tor of the Gay and Lesbian Med¬ 
ical Association and a member of 
the Presidential Advisory Council 
on HIV/AIDS. “It is inching in the 
right direction,” he said. “But 
when we are dealing with some¬ 
thing that is killing thousands of 
people every year, caution is not 
acceptable, it is nothing we should 
be satisfied with.” 

Mike Shriver with the Nation¬ 
al Association of People with 
AIDS (NAPWA) was “profoundly 
disappointed they did not go the 
final step” and lift the ban on 
funding needle exchange. He said 
they have a commitment from the 
administration “to work with us 
on a process to make that goal 
happen.” 

Daniel Zingale, executive di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Action Coun¬ 
cil, described the report as “an im¬ 
portant first step.” He joined in 
the call to the administration and 
Congress to fund both adequate 
drug treatment and needle ex¬ 
change programs. “Too many lives 
are at stake to waste a minute 
more on this issue.” ▼ 


Gallo doubts HIV ‘cures/ 
calls for vaccine effort

ji| IDS researcher Dr. Robert 
/ . Gallo says he doubts pa- 
Jri! tients who have no de¬ 
tectable levels of AIDS virus in 
their blood are actually cured of 
the disease. 

“In most cases when treatment 
is discontinued, the disease comes 
back,” Gallo said Thursday, Febru¬ 
ary 13 at the annual meeting of the 
American Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science in Seattle. 

Over the past year many re¬ 
searchers have reported that pa¬ 
tients being treated with combi¬ 
nations of drugs have achieved 
undetectable levels of HIV, the 
virus that causes AIDS. In some 
cases doctors have opted to re¬ 
move these patients from the 
drugs in hopes that the disease 
was defeated. But, Gallo said in a 
press briefing, most often the 
virus comes back.

He says that before a “cure” can 
be declared in AIDS, he wants to 
have patients survive to a normal 
life expectancy and then die a nat¬ 
ural death. If scientific study finds 
no virus, that would be a cure, 
Gallo says. 


Gallo reported that new trials of 
an AIDS vaccine are underway in 
France using bits and pieces of HIV 
in an attempt to raise an immuno¬ 
logic response among patients. 

But he indicates that other 
vaccines based on the use of a nat¬ 
urally occurring protein known as 
chemokines may have better suc¬ 
cess in the future. 

Gallo says that pharmaceutical 
companies are spending less on 
vaccines and more on drug devel¬ 
opment in fighting AIDS. He said 
governments - “and not just one 
nation” - will have to lead devel¬ 
opment of a vaccine that can pro¬ 
tect large numbers of people from 
AIDS. 

He says that while the epidem¬ 
ic may be at a plateau in the Unit¬ 
ed States and Europe, the epidem¬ 
ic is still out of control in most of 
the rest of the world. Even in the 
United States, the epidemic "re¬ 
mains out of control in some seg¬ 
ments of the population, particu¬ 
larly the poor and minorities. ▼

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Politics hamper AIDS prevention

P oliticians are the greatest 
barrier to effective HIV pre¬ 
vention, said a National In¬ 
stitutes of Health advisory panel 
of experts. The 104th NIH Con¬ 
sensus Development Conference 
came to that conclusion after ex¬ 
tensive study and a three-day 
public meeting that concluded 
Thursday, February 13 at the NIH 
campus in Bethesda, Maryland. 

“The epidemic of AIDS is not 
quiescent, it is not disappearing, it 
is not part of public health histo¬ 
ry. It is a current, pressing, and ur¬ 
gent public health emergency,” 
said David Reiss M.D. He chaired 
the panel and is director of psy¬ 
chiatric research at the George 
Washington University Medical 
Center in Washington, DC. 

“AIDS is a preventable disease, 
and the behavior placing the pub¬ 
lic health at greatest risk may be 
occurring in legislative and other 
decision-making bodies.” He 
pointed overseas to third world 
countries, Uganda and Thailand, 
as “model examples” for our own 
government to emulate in HIV 
prevention. “It’s not too late for the 
political leadership of the United 
States to follow their example.” 

The panel was unanimous in 
calling for prompt removal of the 
ban on federal funding of needle 
exchange programs. They con¬ 
cluded that “thousands of lives are 
at risk” if this ban is not removed. 
It also called for increased fund¬ 
ing for substance abuse programs, 
lifting restrictions on sex educa¬ 


tion, and increased availability of 
condoms. 

The 12-member panel of out¬ 
side experts was not designed to 
produce new data, but rather pull 
together existing information and 
come to strong consensus policy 
recommendations. Clearly the 
epidemic has not left gay men be¬ 
hind, but it is expanding most 
rapidly among communities of 
color and the young. An estimat¬ 
ed 40,000-80,000 new infections 
occur each year, half in people 
under 25. 

Speakers pointed out a num¬ 
ber of often myth-shattering facts 
uncovered through research. 

Sex education programs do 
not encourage sexual activity 
among the young, but have pre¬ 
cisely the opposite effect. Those 
who are not yet sexually active are 
more likely to delay sex, while 
those who are sexually active tend 
to have fewer partners and adopt 
safer sexual practices as a result of 
such programs. 

A 1992 national sexual survey, 
the most comprehensive in the 
field, conducted by researchers at 
the University of Chicago, revealed 
that 52 percent of men who have 
sex with men over a five-year peri¬ 
od also have sex with women dur¬ 
ing that same period. Only 15 per¬ 
cent disclose their same-sex activ¬ 
ities to their female partners. 

And, as one researcher noted, 
in a recent study “about half the 
young men had sex with women, 
although they self-identified as 
gay rather than bisexual.” 

Panelist Martin Fishbein 
pointed out that there is a differ¬ 


ence between using a condom and 
using it effectively. His example 
was simple and chilling. 

“Everybody in this room who 
has used a condom has done this 
at least once,” he began. “Our cul¬ 
ture says you do things in the 
dark, so you open up your con¬ 
dom package and you fumble 
around and realize it doesn’t go 
down. So you flip it over and put 
it down. 

“Now stop and think. If some¬ 
body has gonorrhea (or HIV) and 
has a discharge, he has essentially 
covered the outside of the con¬ 
dom with the pathogen. He is es¬ 
sentially introducing the 
pathogen directly onto the other 
person’s body.” 

Current law bans the use of 
federal funds for needle exchange 
programs, in large part because of 
fear they might promote drug use. 


However, the law does allow the 
Secretary of Health and Human 
Services (HHS) to lift that ban if 
she certifies that such a program 
contributes to the public health. 

More than 100 studies have 
shown that the availability of a 
needle is not a principal factor in 
whether or not a person becomes 
an injection drug user. They have 
demonstrated the effectiveness of 
needle exchange programs in re¬ 
ducing the spread of HIV and 
other diseases through sharing of 
contaminated needles. 

But the first randomized con¬ 
trol study came from Connecti¬ 
cut. That state changed its laws on 
drug paraphernalia in June 1992 
to allow people to buy up to ten 
syringes and needles at a time at a 
pharmacy without a prescription. 
A study by the Centers for Disease 
Control found that needle sharing 


dropped from 52 to 31 percent in 
Connecticut, while it remained 
the same in areas that restricted 
the ability to get clean needles. 

The report concluded that un¬ 
less the policy is changed, “Mil¬ 
lions of unnecessary deaths will 
occur as a result.” 

“What we have reviewed and 
recommended in our statement 
should be clear enough,” said 
panel member Mickey Smith. 
“Hopefully she [HHS Secretary 
Donna Shalala] will hear it.” 

Mike Shriver with the Nation¬ 
al Association of People With 
AIDS (NAPWA) summed it up. 
“Now scientists are saying there is 
no excuse. You cannot any longer 
say that needle exchange does not 
work. There is absolutely no rea¬ 
son why the secretary does not lift 
the ban. She has had the data for 
two years.” 

The panel report singled out 
for special criticism a measure 
that conservatives pushed 
through Congress last year to ear¬ 
mark $50 billion in HlV.preven- 
tion funding for teaching sexual 
abstinence. 

Sections of the law mandate 
that eligible programs have as 
their “exclusive purpose, teaching 
the social, psychological, and 
health gains to be realized by ab¬ 
staining from sexual activity” and 
that “a mutually faithful monog¬ 
amous relationship in the context 
of marriage is the expected stan¬ 
dard of human sexual activity.” 

The panel report said, “This 
approach places policy in direct 
conflict with science and ignores

Stoddard succumbs to AIDS

iC om Stoddard, 48, an articulate 
and passionate national leader 
.>> of the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity, died in New York City of 
AIDS-related illness. He is survived 
by his companion Walter Rieman. 

Stoddard was trained as a 
lawyer and began private practice, 
but soon joined the New York 
Civil Liberties Union in its Albany 
office. He helped draft the 1986 
New York City legislation that 
protects gays from bias in hous¬ 
ing, employment, and public ac¬ 
commodations. 

He became executive director 
of the Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund in 1986. During 
the next six years he led its growth 
from six to 22 employees and into 
a national force in the legal strug¬ 
gle for gay and lesbian equality. 
Soon after assuming the position 
he was faced with Bowers v. Hard¬ 
wick, the Georgia sodomy case be¬ 
fore the U.S. Supreme Court 
which solidified the second class 
status of homosexuals. He called 


it “our Dred Scott case,” compar¬ 
ing it to the famous ruling that 
slaves were not full citizens. 

Stoddard moved Lambda to 
the forefront of fighting AIDS dis¬ 


crimination and later learned of 
his own HIV-positive status. Ill¬ 
ness led to his departure from 
Lambda, but he continued to do 
pro bono legal work for people 
with AIDS while teaching law at 
New York University. 

In 1993 national community 
leaders drafted Stoddard to head 
up the Campaign for Military Ser¬ 
vice, the coalition effort on gays in 
the military. He was unsatisfied 
with the outcome, which the Clin¬ 
ton administration characterized 
as a “compromise.” “You cannot 
simply split the difference on mat¬ 
ters of principle,” he said. 

Longtime colleague Arthur 
Leonard, professor at the New 
York Law School, said, “Despite all 
the institutional credentials, I 
think Tom’s most important con¬ 
tribution was as a role model pub¬ 
lic interest lawyer who was out 
and loud and proud. When he ap¬ 
peared on that television screen or 
was quoted in the nation’s leading 
papers, the image that came 
across was professionalism, intel¬ 
ligence, thoughtfulness - and this 
in an openly gay man.” ▼

overwhelming evidence that other 
programs would be effective. Such 
abstinence-only programs cannot 
be justified in the face of effective 
programs.” 

Shriver called it “a very fright¬ 
ening thing to think that we have 
$50 million, the largest prevention 
increase we have seen in the his¬ 
tory of HIV, and we can use it only 
for abstinence-based education. 
Gagging them by telling them 
they can’t talk frankly about ho¬ 
mosexuality, or can’t talk frankly 
about injection drug use, is gag¬ 


ging them from talking at all.” 

Representative Tom Coburn 
(R-Oklahoma) is a physician, 
close to Focus on the Family 
leader James Dobson, and a lead¬ 
ing advocate of the conservative 
social agenda in Congress. He 
was not surprised by the panel’s 
recommendations. He told the 
Washington Post that was to be 
expected given the “complete ab¬ 
sence of anybody that has a dif¬ 
ferent point of view” from the 
body. 

“Call it what it is. It’s geno¬ 
cide,” said Tom Coates, the highly 
respected head of the Center for 
AIDS Prevention Studies (CAPS) 
at the University of California, 


San Francisco. “The federal gov¬ 
ernment’s inability and unwilling¬ 
ness to fund needle exchanges, 
and have drug treatment on de¬ 
mand, and to provide effective sex 
education for kids is genocide. 

“If we said we know how to 
make flying safer, but we said we 
were not going to do it because we 
were afraid that the airlines were 
going to get a little bit lax, the 
country would rise up. That is ex¬ 
actly what this is.” 

Anke Ehrhardt, director of the 
HIV Center for Clinical and Be¬ 
havioral Studies at Columbia Uni¬ 
versity, added, “And on top of 
that, it is clearly racist, there is no 
question.” ▼

A user’s guide to viral load

T he bells are ringing, the 
streets are gay... Yes, it’s true 
there’s a lot more reason for 
cautious hope for people with 
AIDS. New drugs, new tests, and 
new combinations abound - as 
do confusion and complicated de¬ 
cision-making. Volumes of infor¬ 
mation are available about pro¬ 
tease inhibitors and combo cock¬ 
tails of drugs, but the questions of 
“when to start,” “when to switch,” 
and “is it working” depend large¬ 
ly on the results of your own viral 
load tests, and many questions re¬ 
main about the use of and access 
to this latest measure of HIV ac¬ 
tivity. 

What is it? 

Currently, there are' two wide¬ 
ly used viral load tests: Chiron Di¬ 
agnostics’ bDNA and Roche Lab¬ 
oratories’ Amplicor PCR. Both are 
available commercially from 
medical labs and are paid for by 
most private insurance. However, 
people without private insurance 
may have difficulty getting the 
tests. Most state ADAPs and Med¬ 
icaid programs, for example, do 
not provide coverage for viral 
load testing - or any other diag¬ 
nostics, for that matter. The tests 
cost approximately $150 per test. 
The two companies, at the urging 
of activists, have sponsored a pro¬ 
gram, discussed below, to provide 
free tests to people without insur¬ 
ance coverage. 

Chiron’s bDNA method uses a 
DNA probe to bind to viral RNA. 
A second piece of specially treated 
(“branched”) DNA is added, 
which also binds to the viral RNA. 
This creates a virus/DNA struc¬ 
ture. This structure is then chem¬ 
ically treated,, and viral load is 
measured by how much of a par¬ 
ticular type of light is emitted. 

Roche’s PCR (polymerase 
chain reaction) measures viral 
load differently. Viral RNA is ma¬ 
nipulated to create a piece of 
DNA. This piece of DNA is then 
artificially expanded or amplified 
many times (hence the name Am¬ 
plicor). The result is compared to 
a control (a non-manipulated 
sample of blood plasma). The 
ratio of how many DNAs corre¬ 
spond to the original RNA is used 
to calculate the number of viral 
RNA copies, thereby producing a 
viral load measurement. 

The tests are considered to be 
similar in terms of their accuracy 
and results when done by a quali¬ 
fied medical lab. Both of these 
tests return a number that is the 
measure of the amount of virus 
RNA particles in a cubic millime¬ 
ter of blood. A viral load test of 
around 100,000 (5.0 log) and 
above is considered a higher viral 
load, and is believed associated 
with an increased risk of disease 
progression. A viral load test of 
below 1,000 copies (3.0 log) is 
considered a lower viral load and 
is associated with slower disease 
progression, but may indicate 
enough HIV activity to allow the 
virus to overcome the drugs, lead¬ 
ing to treatment failure. A viral 
load test below around 200 copies 
(2.3 log), the limit of detection of 
the most sensitive commercially 
available tests, appears to reduce 
the incidence of treatment failure. 

According to data just present¬ 
ed at the 1997 Retrovirus Confer¬ 
ence in Washington, DC, the low¬ 


est point (nadir) that a person 
achieves in their viral load reduc¬ 
tion on a particular therapy is the 
best predictor of how long that 
therapy will remain effective for 
that person. Newer, experimental 
versions of viral load tests go down 
to less than 20 copies; a few 
years ago the lower limit 
was 10 thousand. 

These tests will con- ( 
tinue to become more 
and more accurate. 

Viral load numbers 
can fluctuate as a result of 
other infections, re¬ 
ceiving flu shots, or 
human lab error. It is 
generally recom¬ 
mended that a widely 
varying viral load result be retest¬ 
ed before using that result as a 
basis for changing therapy. Also, 
research has shown that in the 
acute phase of infection (at least 
the first several months following 
infection, possibly up to a year), 
viral load test results do not pre¬ 
dict disease progression or sur¬ 
vival. Viral load levels are often ex¬ 
ponentially higher during this 
phase. This is due to the fact that 
the body is in the process of 
mounting a huge immune re- 
, sponse to the infection. Following 
this immune response is when 
viral load tests actually become re¬ 
liable for progression and survival. 

Why is viral load 
important? 

Viral load tests are nearly uni¬ 
versally believed to be the most 
accurate tool available to measure 
the impact of anti-HIV treat¬ 
ments within the body. Using 
viral load levels to measure anti- 
HIV drug activity makes common 
sense as these tests are the first to 
directly measure the amount of 
virus in a person’s blood. Experi¬ 
ments have shown that blood 
viral load levels reflect levels in 
lymph nodes and other tissues. 
Correlations to improved quality 
of life, decreased disease progres¬ 
sion, and survival with reduction 
of viral load in the blood have 
been repeatedly proven. 

How should it be used? 

If antiviral therapy is working, 
viral load test results should drop 
when compared from before and 
following an appropriate period 
of treatment, whether beginning 
new therapy or switching thera¬ 
pies. Ideally, T-cell counts should 
go up during the course of treat¬ 
ment as well. 

How often viral load tests 
should be performed is still under 
debate. Approaches include peri¬ 
odic measurements (i.e., every 3 
to 4 months) and measurements 
just before and shortly after treat¬ 
ment changes, followed by a peri¬ 
odic measurement as long as cur¬ 
rent therapy appears beneficial. 
Although different researchers 
and doctors use different formu¬ 
las or combinations of T-cell mea¬ 
surements and viral load mea¬ 
surements, most seem to agree 
that reduction of viral load to 
“below detection” should be one 
of the main goals of antiviral ther¬ 
apy. Anytime virus is allowed to 
reproduce in the presence of a 
drug, the virus theoretically has a 
chance to overcome the drug, 
leading to treatment failure. 
“Below detection” is when the 
number of viral particles is so 
small it is below the detection 
limit of the particular test. 

It is important to remember 


that these viral load tests only 
measure free viral RNA particles 
in the blood. Other measure¬ 
ments have shown that when 
RNA is undetectable, HIV re¬ 
mains within cells in the body as 
pro-viral DNA, and HIV appears 
capable of quickly re-emerging 
if anti-HIV therapy is 
stopped, either from 
pro-viral DNA or other 
reservoirs. Therefore, 
even when unde¬ 
tectable by RNA tech¬ 
niques, the virus has not 
been eliminated or 
eradicated. It is also 
possible that pro- 
viral DNA infected 
cells can transmit 
HIV during unprotected sex, so 
for now “safe sex” remains the key 
to preventing the spread of HIV. 

Eradication of HIV remains a 
theoretical subject for medical re¬ 
search; it is not a reality, only an 
outside unproved possibility. 
Stopping therapy or abandoning 
safe sex or other transmission-re¬ 
ducing behaviors would be dan¬ 
gerous and premature at this 
time. 

Free access to the tests 

After extensive negotiations, 
both the Chiron and Roche tests 
are available for free for unin¬ 
sured and underinsured people 
with AIDS. A program called 
VLAP (Viral Load Access Pro¬ 
gram) has been developed with 
community involvement. This 


program resulted from a meeting 
requested by Roche Laboratories 
with community groups in San 
Francisco last August, in which 
Roche requested community as¬ 
sistance in getting reimbursement 
for their test. 

• Activists quickly converted the 
meeting to one to discuss how 
Roche could provide free tests to 
those not covered by insurance. 
Chiron and other viral load test 
manufacturers and pharmaceuti¬ 
cal companies making anti-HIV 
drugs were invited to participate 
in a second meeting in New York. 
After several approaches were ex¬ 
plored, it became evident that 
both Roche and Chiron must de¬ 
velop and implement free access 
to those who had no access 
through insurance. 

Things remained bogged 
down for the next two months. 
Community treatment activists 
from around the country gath¬ 
ered at the National AIDS Treat¬ 


ment Activist Forum (NATAF) in 
early October. ACT UP/Golden 
Gate and ACT UP/New York 
wrote the VLAP Consensus State¬ 
ment that was signed by 20 na¬ 
tional and international AIDS or¬ 
ganizations including, ACT 
UPs/Philadelphia and Paris, AIDS 
Healthcare Foundation, AIDS 
Project Los Angeles, AIDS Treat¬ 
ment News, Critical Path, Gay 
Men’s Health Crisis, National As¬ 
sociation of People with AIDS, 
Project Inform, PWA Health 
Group, San Francisco AIDS Foun- 
dation/BETA, and Treatment Ac¬ 
tion Group (TAG). This put a 
flame under both Roche and Ch¬ 
iron. Serious planning actually 
began to take place.

They all moved 
with the elegance of stallions, of 
dancers, of flocks of birds. 

The fact that anybody’s top ten 
basketball players these days, 
meaning the most famous and 
best paid, would be African- 
American men, does not prove 
that white men can’t jump. 
Baryshnikov at his prime could 
match Michael Jordan in pure 
springability; imagine a one-on- 
one between Dennis Rodman and 
Nijinkski. Go on, imagine it. 

Some people are great at 


things because these are the things 
available to them as opportuni¬ 
ties. Some are not. See Hoop 
Dreams. Some people are great 
because they were the first, or one 
of the best, for their people. In my 
studies I came across a book 
called The History of Jews in Sport. 
Sounds funny, eh? It’s a 500-page 
book, with some 2,500 entries. 

For me, seeing an achievement 
by an Italian-American athlete, or 
filmmaker, or writer, is like seeing 
one of my own do good. People 
say Italians make better movies, 
or clothes, or food; 
each of these is a 
culturally racial, and re¬ 
ductivist, yet complimentary 
statement. 

Being Italian-American, I 
can honestly say that I don’t 
think there are a great 
many world-class Ital¬ 
ian basketball players, 
because, racially, not 
many of us grow to be 
seven feet in height, 
which is probably why we make 
movies and eat food instead, and 
play soccer. 

As a kid, I had an innate crav¬ 
ing for soccer. It was the one sport 
I remember wanting to play as a 
pre-teen. Was this some innate 
skill forcing its way out? II Calcio, 
soccer, is the great sport of Italy, 
and most of Europe. Is it in my 
blood to be good at soccer, and 
did the disadvantage of not hav¬ 
ing a soccer team at my school 
lead to my continued use of my 
legs as a dancer?

than opportunity is still consid¬ 
ered wrong by many. The prob¬ 
lem of the debate, and I am not 
encouraging one, is that most 
non-African folk can only bring 
African-American athletes and 
actors to mind, because that’s all 
we have in our limited viewpoint 
of African-Americans. All you 
non-Italian-Americans may have 
as a picture of my people is stereo¬ 
types in pasta commercials and 
films about the Cosa Nostra. 

This is a problem. 

Overcoming limitations 

In amateur athletics, where 
ability is both learned and innate, 
many people are overcoming lim¬ 
itations. And yet others are fulfill¬ 
ing the goals set before them. I 
don’t think one athlete can ever be 
better than another by dint of his 
heritage. If, however, your culture 
has made it easier to be relaxed, to 
be appreciated, to be accepted in 
the arena, then of course the ath¬ 
lete will improve. Jackie Robinson 
must surely have been a little ner¬ 


vous on that first catch or home 
run. Barry Bonds, however, mere¬ 
ly racks up the dough.

If Greg Louganis had been able to 
come out, would he have ever hit 
his head on the diving board? In a 
welcoming and supportive envi¬ 
ronment, obviously queer athletes 
would do better, and soar like 
Martina Navratilova. 

But underneath it all, ability 
and susceptibility are the same, 
whether you’re a basketball play¬ 
er whose great-great-great grand¬ 
parents were great Ghana 
jumpers, or a Russo-Slavic 
wrestler whose great-great-great- 
grandparents were always short. If 
they both got knee injuries, as any 
surgeon can tell you, the muscle 
and fibre and ligament of those 
two bodies, underneath it all, are 
both the same, a hundred visceral 
shades of pink. ▼

the 1968 conference. 

By its last two conferences in 
1969 and 1970, NACHO found it¬ 
self increasingly overshadowed in 
a rapidly changing and expanding 
gay and lesbian movement. The 
momentum had clearly shifted to 
newer, more radical organizations 
such as the Gay Liberation Front 
and the Gay Activists Alliance. 
NACHO was never able to over¬

aware of the issues, but that “it’s 
harder to make old buildings 
work.” He was referring to state 
regulations concerning the use of 
hospital space, and a waiver to 
change the upstairs in-patient 
ward to an out-patient ward. 

Iversen calls that a stall tactic 
and said that in December 1995, 
another clinic at Fairmont was 
moved in two days. 

“That’s when they promised 
the AIDS Clinic they’d move,” 
Iversen told the B.A.R. 

Staff at the clinic, which cur¬ 
rently serves 301 AIDS patients, 
wrote a memo to Smart last week 
outlining their concerns with the 
situation. 

“As we continue to add services 
such as psychological and sub¬ 
stance abuse counseling, dietitian 
consultation, clinical research, and 
acupuncture to our standard med¬ 


ical, nursing, and social work ser¬ 
vices, the lack of adequate space 
becomes an ever : more pressing 
concern,” stated staff in their 
memo. “Concerns about airborne 
diseases such as TB [tuberculosis] 
mandate that we have available 
private rooms....” 

At press time, Iversen was 
scheduled to meet with East Bay 
Assemblyman Don Perata to dis¬ 
cuss AIDS issues in general; the 
Fairmont clinic is sure to be men¬ 
tioned. Additionally, Iversen said 
he has learned that hospital ad¬ 
ministrators have mentioned June 
1 as the earliest possible date the 
clinic could be relocated. 

“On Monday, June 2, we’ll be 
back to celebrate or demonstrate,” 
Iversen promised. “Given the 
county’s track record, it’s likely to 
be demonstrate.” ▼

agencies. 

Also at Thursday’s meeting, 
Kathleen Roe of the council’s 
evaluation team urged members 
to begin completing community 
outreach forms, so they can hear 
the community’s concerns.

Movies, TV, record execs 
beckon Lea DeLaria, the 

queen of 'ditzpah'

stand-up comic, DeLaria has begun to emerge as one of the 
most prominent, proudly out entertainers in the country. 
With a host of high-profile television appearances — on hits like NBC’s 
Friends and ABC’s The Drew Carey Show — and bit parts in movies like 
last year’s mega-hit The First Wives Club, DeLaria has achieved a celebri¬ 
ty status that other talents would kill for, but which she modestly calls 
“medium famous.” 

DeLaria, who called San Francisco home for many years after relocat¬ 
ing from her hometown of St. Louis, is in town performing her new stand- 
up comedy and be-bop jazz music show Box Lunch at Josie’s Cabaret. 
Though she barely has time to turn around, the comic recently took time 
out from her busy schedule to wisecrack her way through an interview. 

“Nobody, including me, guessed that I’d make a career in stand-up 
comedy,” she recalls. “I was seriously into theater, play writing, directing. 
Stand-up comedy was a lark, a joke, a dare from some friends. It was me 
saying, ‘Yeah, maybe I could do that.’ Then boom.” 

That was nearly 15 years ago. In April 1982, DeLaria stepped onto the 
stage of San Francisco’s Valencia Rose, and seven months later she quit her 
day job working on an all-gay construction crew restoring Victorians. She 
has made her living entirely from performing ever since. Her big break came 
in 1993, when she appeared on The Arsenio. Hall Show, thus becoming the 
first openly gay comic to appear on national television. That appearance 
generated tremendous interest in DeLaria as both a comic and an actor. 

What may surprise some who know DeLaria solely for her outrageous 
comedic persona, is that she is also an accomplished jazz musician. In fact,

Visceral imagery and artistic 
courage at SFMOMA

T hree shows have opened at once at the San Francisco Museum of 
Modern Art, and although they are wildly disparate in content, all 
three speak volumes about art’s greatest subject, the human con¬ 
dition. The genius of the late Bay Area artist Robert Arneson shines 
through in an exhibition of self-portraits in ceramics, bronze and works on 
paper; Seydou Keita, a West-African photographer, is the subject of the muse¬ 
um’s first one-man exhibition of an African artist; and Kara Walker, a young 
African-American artist who is currently hot in the rarefied world of contem¬ 
porary art, has her first solo museum show on the West Coast. 

Robert Arneson is probably best-known for witty and whimsical ceramic sculp¬ 
tures such as California Artist, a portrait of the artist as a pothead which has long 
been a highlight of the SFMOMA collection. While Arneson met the glare of public 
scrutiny for his bust of assassinated Mayor George Moscone, self-portraiture has been 
fris powerful obsession. Robert Arneson: Self-Reflections presents an overview of these 
works chronologically, starting with his 1965 Self-Portrait of the Artist Losing His Marbles 
and ending with his difficult and grim Chemo 1 and Chemo 2 from 1992, the year he lost his 
20-year battle with cancer.

Cowed by Chrysler 

For those homosexuals out 
there who read Esquire magazine

A source at the monthly mag¬ 
azine told the New York Post that 
Chrysler Motors Corp. threatened 
to pull its ads for a year if Esquire 
published Leavitt’s “The Term 
Paper Artist,” a reportedly uncen¬ 
sored tale about a college profes¬ 
sor who assists hunky male stu¬ 
dents with their schoolwork in ex¬ 
change for sex. 

Esquire’s editor-in-chief Ed¬ 
ward Kosner told the Post that 
his decision wasn’t about adver¬ 
tising and that “from the begin¬ 


ning, there were people who liked 
the story and an equal number 
who didn’t.” 

Chrysler’s Executive Director of 
Corporate Marketing James 
Julow told the Post , “We’re not in 
the business of making editorial 
suggestions to magazines,” but he 
did point out that Chrysler Corp. 
has a list of editorial guidelines that 
prohibits such things as “sexual ac¬ 
tivity or how it is displayed.” Julow 
told the Post , “We’re not in 
favor of graphic depic¬ 
tion of sexual activity 
of any orientation.” 

Leavitt’s agent, 
Andrew Wylie, 
said, “I’m speechless. 
Since when is Chrysler 
in the homophobia 
business? They 
should be hung out 
to dry.” Leavitt, al¬ 
ways the drama 
queen, is reportedly 
“too stunned” for comment. 

Miramax cleans up 

Oscar had good news for Mi¬ 
ramax Films last week when it an¬ 
nounced nominees for the 69th 
Academy Awards. The New York- 
based film company garnered a 
total of 20 nominations, including 
12 — the most for one film this 
year — for the romantic epic The 
English Patient. The film compa¬ 
ny’s Oscar nominations also in¬ 
cluded two for the Southern 
Gothic tale Sling Blade (which fea¬ 
tures John Ritter as a queen) and 
its multi-talented writer, director 
and star, Billy Bob Thornton; a 
best actress nomination for for¬ 
mer Academy-Award winner 
Diane Keaton in Marvin’s Room; 
two nominations for Emma ; and 
one each for Kolya, Ridicule and 
Trainspotting. 

With its 12 nominations, The 
English Patient broke the compa¬ 
ny record previously held by The 
Piano , which earned eight nomi¬ 
nations from the Academy in 
1993. The Saul Zaentz-produced 
Patient is the fifth consecutive Mi¬ 
ramax film to be nominated for 
Best Picture, following The Crying 
Game , The Piano, Pulp Fiction, 
and The Postman. 

Taylor’s tumor 

The big news emerging from 
Elizabeth Taylor’s celebrity 
birthday bash last weekend isn’t 
that the actress is turning 64 but 
that the Hollywood legend has a 
brain tumor. Furthermore, a 
British tabloid reports that even 
though doctors told the star she 
has nothing to fear, Taylor is so 
worried about the future that 
she’s assembled a team of lawyers 
to help her write up her will. 
That’s apparently no small task, as 
she is reportedly worth some¬ 
where between $300 and $600 
million, though nobody knows 
for sure how much. 

Rumor has it that ever since 
word of the Taylor bequeathal hit 
the streets, people from far and 
wide who have ever had even the 
slightest interaction with the star 


have been calling, sending flowers, 
writing letters, and showing up 
outside the actress’ Beverly Hills 
mansion to remind her that they 
once met in a studio, in the emer¬ 
gency room of the Betty Ford 
Clinic, or at a pizza parlor in 
Venice.

Many benefactors are report¬ 
edly named in Liz’s codicil, every¬ 
one from Liz’s favorite choco- 
latier to Nancy Reagan to 
Michael Jackson’s monkey, 
Cornelius. One person whose 
name isn’t mentioned, however, is 
former hubby Larry Fortensky, 
whom Taylor met and fell in love 
with when the two were drying 
out several years ago at the Betty 
Ford Clinic. Larry apparently 
crossed Liz one too many times. 



Lo-down on ‘Lolita’ 

The current issue of Esquire — 
yes, the magazine whose editors 
are easily cowed by corporate in¬ 
terests — carries a feature about 
Adrian Lyne’s Lolita, the forev- 
er-in-limbo remake of Stanley 
Kubrick’s film based on Vladimir 
Nabokov’s classic tale of a 
wretched poet who lusts after a 
teenage girl. The film, which stars 
newcomer Dominique Swain as 
sexy young Lo and Jeremy Irons 
as lecherous Humbert Humbert, 
still has no distributor and may 
end up going to HBO. 

What’s wrong with the film? 
Journalist Elizabeth Kaye doesn’t 
say so in explicit terms but sug¬ 
gests that distributors are in fear 
mode after media mogul Ted 
Turner pulled the dump mecha¬ 
nism last year on Bastard Out of 
Carolina, which explicitly exam¬ 
ines a victim of sexual child abuse, 
and David Cronenberg’s Crash, a 
disturbingly real look at people 
who are sexually aroused by car 
crashes and their maimed victims. 

“If I were doing a movie about 
a 13-year-old getting chopped up 
by cannibals,” Lyne was quoted 
saying to a British journalist, 
“there’d be no problem. The film 
will be a great success if people 
can get past the subject matter.” 

Irons, by the way, was not 
Lyne’s first pick for Humbert 
Humbert. Anthony Hopkins 
and Hugh Grant were the direc¬ 
tor’s first choices, though Lyne ad¬ 
mitted Grant was “too young for 
the part.” ▼

Frenetic fiddling

G lendon McKinney, 
editor of the Toron¬ 
to-based Ashley 
Maclsaac fanzine, King of 
the Fairies, has called the 
22-year-old gay fiddler 
“one of the best things to 
happen in the Canadian 
music scene in years.” And 
after just one listen to 
Maclsaac’s 1995 major 
label debut, Hi ™ How Are 
You Today?, one gets the 
impression that this glow¬ 
ing assessment is hardly 
empty praise. 

By combining tradi¬ 
tional Celtic fiddling with 
modern rock sounds, 

Maclsaac has fashioned 
himself an anomaly: a 
mostly-instrumental record that ends up in the “world music” bins 
at record stores but sounds more “alternative” than most of today’s 
grunge-rock posers. Take the single “Sleepy Maggie,” for instance, 
which mixes Maclsaac’s frenetic fiddling with soulful dance 
rhythms, while Mary Jane Lampnd sings a Gaelic tune on top. Then 
there’s “Rusty D-con-STRUCK-tion,” which sounds something like 
“Celtic grunge,” as if there were such a thing. 

Although Maclsaac is most interesting when he’s genre-mixing, 
he seems to have some reverence for traditional standards, as 
demonstrated by the plangent “Sad Wedding Day” and the fiddle 
frenzy of “The Devil In The Kitchen,” a live favorite. A compelling 
performer, Maclsaac puts on one hell of a show. You probably 
didn’t know Gaelic music could be this much fun. ▼

Robert Arneson busses himself, tongues his own 
ear, and even cannibalizes himself.

Thousands of miles and a con¬ 
tinent away, African photograph¬ 
er Seydou Keita found the beauty 
and humanity in his subjects 
through studio portraiture. He 
photographed thousands of resi¬ 
dents of Bamako, Mali over a pe¬ 
riod of 30 years, from the late ’40s 
through the ’70s. Curator of pho¬ 
tography Sandra S. Phillips, who 
devised the show, attests that 
“When the subjects pose in 
African clothes, the photographs 
are powerful constructions that 
balance shape with a radiating in¬ 
tensity of abstract design worthy 
of Matisse.” It is true that these 
approximately 40 black-and- 
white photographs are composed 
with a true aesthete’s eye. But they 
are equally fascinating as a por¬ 
trait of a time and place, of an 
array of individuals whose culture 
may be light years from ours, but 
whose pleasure in themselves, 
their appearance, and their beau¬ 
tiful accouterments point to our 
common humanity. T

When Chief Curator Gary 
Garrels, who organized the show 
with Janet Bishop, visited Arne- 
son’s widow Sandra Shannon- 
house and was shown the Chemo 
sculptures, he was forced to re-ex¬ 
amine conventional thinking 
about Arneson’s work. “It has be¬ 
come ever more clear to me that 
far beyond the marvelous humor 
and irony, which are so readily ap¬ 
parent and recognized,” writes 
Garrels in the catalog, “the ballast 
of his work is no less a brooding, 
open-eyed stare at the existential¬ 
ist condition of the human condi¬ 
tion ... and acknowledgment that 
death is the one subject none of 
us can ultimately avoid.” 

That is not to say that the 
artist’s celebrated wit and funky 
style are not well-represented here. 
Arneson broke all of the rules of 
ceramics and sculpture: his Classi¬ 
cal Sculpture (1972) is a fairly con¬ 
ventional self-portrait bust, except 
that the subject’s genitals poke out 
from the pedestal, and his toes 
protrude from its base. His self- 
portrait as Klown (1978) includes 
crossed eyes, an oversized red ear, 
and an obscenely projecting 
tongue. As often in Arneson’s 
busts, the pedestal and base are 
surfaces to be worked over with all 
manner of verbal gloss and artistic 
hijinks. Letters stamped into 
Klown s surface spell out “NASAL 
OFFICER” and “REGULAR 
CRACKER TO BOOT.” 

Most arresting is a series of 
double-headed reliefs (all from 
1991) in which the artist’s now- 
familiar visage is twinned with it¬ 
self in startling and suggestive 
ways. In these works, Arneson 
busses himself, tongues his own 
ear, and in Head Eater even can¬ 
nibalizes himself. This collection 
of portraits of Arneson with his 
doppelganger makes metaphors 
of self-love and self-destruction

True grit 

Bob Rafelson's 'Blood and Wine'

B ob Rafelson’s superb Blood 
and Wine is the latest in a 
loosely related series of 
films that began with Five Easy 
Pieces ( 1970) and continued with 
The King of Marvin Gardens 
(1972) and The Postman Always 
Rings Twice (1981). Each of these 
films features Rafelson veteran 
Jack Nicholson as a loser, some¬ 
times violent, sometimes with¬ 
drawn, but always alienated From 
himself and those around him. In 
Blood and Wine, Alex Gates 
(Nicholson) is a self-assured, well- 
off wine merchant who dresses 
impeccably and drives a red 
BMW convertible. But the pretty 
picture he presents shows cracks 
almost immediately. A bickering 
relationship with his wife Suzanne 
(Judy Davis) and stepson Jason 
(Stephen Dorff) points to deeper 
problems. Suzanne walks with a 
cane due to a broken leg, and it’s 
hinted that her husband, a wom¬ 
anizer, may be responsible. Alex 
himself is a thief who’s involved 
with a smarmy safe-cracker 
named Victor Spansky (Michael 
Caine), who helps him steal a mil- 
lion-dollar necklace from one of 
his wealthy clients. 

The King of Marvin Gardens 
and Postman are based on the fan¬ 
tasy of attaining instant wealth, 
either through entrepreneurship 
or violence. In Blood and Wine , 
Alex combines these qualities in a 
’90s embodiment of the privi¬ 
leged male whose greed has virtu¬ 
ally bankrupted him and forced 
him into criminal activities in 
order to keep up the Fiction of 
success. He wants the “good life” 
whether or not he can afford it. 
Typical of Rafelson’s characters, 
the otherwise savvy Alex is blind 
to the improbability of getting 
away with his act. 

The plot kicks into high gear 
when Suzanne discovers his plan 
to go to New York with his latest 
mistress, Gabriella (Jennifer 
Lopez). A violent fight ensues, 
and Suzanne manages to beat him 
unconscious with her cane. She 
quickly repacks his suitcase, un¬ 
aware of the necklace hidden in¬ 
side, grabs her son, and disap¬ 
pears in the backwaters of Flori¬ 
da. Meanwhile, Jason begins an 
affair with Gabriella, unaware that 
she is his stepfather’s girlfriend. 

The film soon becomes a grim 
cat-and-mouse game, with Alex 
and the asthmatic Victor pursuing 
Suzanne and Jason in order to re¬ 
trieve the necklace; Jason playing 
Alex and Victor off one another 
while trying to save his mother; 
and Gabriella torn between Jason 
and Alex. 

Rafelson excels at visualizing 
the damage people who are some¬ 
how linked do to each other. This 
link doesn’t have to be a blood tie 
— Jason is only Alex’s stepson, 
but their ever-accelerating con¬ 
frontations end in extremely bru¬ 
tal violence. Alex and Victor are 
nominal partners, but that does¬ 
n’t stop them from trying to kill 
each other in a gruesomely graph¬ 
ic sequence. Alex’s relationship 
with Suzanne is equally bloody, 
the logical end of the tortured af¬ 
fairs in Five Easy Pieces and The 
King of Marvin Gardens. 

Rafelson is known as an 
“actor’s director,” and the perfor¬ 
mances here are uniformly strong. 
Nicholson, for the first time in re¬ 
cent memory, is forced to emote 


rather than mug, meaning that he 
never lapses into those tiresome 
trademark “look-at-me” grins. 
His Alex is a worthy successor to 
his earlier Rafelson characters. 
Judy Davis gives a dead-on im¬ 
personation of a jittery, battered 
wife, particularly in her heated 
confrontations with Nicholson. 


Lopez’s Gabriella, not because of 
Lopez but because the part is un¬ 
derwritten. 

The sheer volume of violence 
in Blood and Wine de-emphasizes 
Rafelson’s earlier European-style 
existentialism in favor of a more 
commercial, but still striking, ap¬ 
proach. Rootless characters like 


Rafelson excels at visualizing 
the damage that people who are 
linked do to each other. 


Michael Caine is suitably unap¬ 
pealing as a cynical, strong but 
sickly thief with a dribbling fake 
moustache and plastered-down 
hair. Stephen Dorff holds his own 
with the veterans around him; it’s 
hard to believe this hunky boy 
played Candy Darling in last 
year’s I Shot Andy Warhol. The 
only disappointment is Jennifer 


Alex continue to stumble blindly 
through their lives, perhaps more 
aware of the forces that drive 
them but still unable to control 
them. T

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Sweet women 

Cris Williamson and Tret Fure

I t’s doubtful that there is a les¬ 
bian alive who does not re¬ 
member where she was — and 
with whom — the first time she 
heard Cris Williamson sing 
“Sweet Woman.” My own most 
vivid memory is of being at a 
Williamson concert several years 
ago. When she sang the soaring 
opening notes, the lesbians in that 
audience went into emotional, 
sensual, and sexual melt-down. 
And “Sweet Woman” was only one 
of the ten electrifying tracks on 
that breakthrough album, The 
Changer and the Changed. Re¬ 


leased a mere five years after 
Stonewall, Changer celebrated 
women and their loving in a way 
that has never been matched. In 
fact, when Williamson’s name is 
mentioned, the immediate identi¬ 
fication is with Changer, still one 
of the most successful women’s 
music albums ever produced. 
Williamson has not, however, 
been resting on the extraordinary 
laurels of that recording. In the 23 
years since Changer, Williamson 
has gone on to record 14 more al¬ 
bums, been honored with a Par¬ 
ent’s Choice Award (for her chil¬ 
dren’s album, Lumiere), Cable Car 
Awards (for outstanding perfor¬ 
mance in 1983 and 1990), and 


most recently, the first Michael 
Callen Award for outstanding ser¬ 
vice to the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity. In addition to all that, she 
has also managed to sustain a 15- 
year personal and professional 
partnership with singer/song¬ 
writer Tret Fure, who has five solo 
albums of her own to boast about 
in addition to the one she has 
made with Williamson, Postcards 
from Paradise. 

Williamson and Fure are cur¬ 
rently touring the U.S. in conjunc¬ 
tion with the release of their 
newest album, Between the Covers. 
With love songs written and per¬ 
formed by both women, Between 
the Covers is a celebration of love 
that fills the heart with delight. I 
had a chance to speak telephoni- 
cally with both singers recently — 
not my first three-way, but certain¬ 
ly the most entertaining. My first 
question had to do with their en¬ 
during partnership. How does it all 
work after 15 years? “It’s just always 
worked for us,” Fure explains. “We 
realized from the get-go that we 
shared many things. Cris brought 
me onstage as an opening act, and 
then we started to perform as a 
duo. We’ve never had ego conflicts 
because we’re whole people. We’ve 
never been threatened by each 
other’s talent. We’re best friends, 
and we laugh every day.” 

I wondered if Williamson has 
ever been frustrated by the ten¬ 
dency of some fans to think that 
Changer is her only album. “Frus¬ 
trated? No. I think of their reac¬ 
tion as a gift,” the singer says. 
“There is an almost jewel-like rev¬ 
erence about this album; it’s 
fought over in divorces. But peo¬ 
ple make it a classic. This album 
has a life of its own apart from 
me, so I’m free to let people love it 
all they want. [Changer] has 
helped lots of women in com¬ 
pressed places break free. But I 
don’t have to be forced as an artist 
to do old material. My job is to 
grow and get better.”

Murmurs of the heart

C ris Williamson and Tret Fure singing love songs to each other 
— what could be better than that? Well, okay, Chris and Tret 
singing love songs to me. But that’s not going to happen, so 
let me just say that Between the Covers is glorious. The music is rich 
and abundant and both Williamson and Fure are in fine voice, their 
poetic artistry and musical skills unmatched. Fure especially has a 
real gift for capturing the poetry of the everyday. In her delightful 
“Oh Mary, Mary,” she recounts the wonders of her beloved, who is 
“like clean new sheets... You are the evening news/ You are my best 
new shoes/You are an ocean cruise.” I asked Fure about this song, 
and she said she wrote it when “Cris was away and I was really miss¬ 
ing her. I started to list all the things she meant to me, and there 
was the song. Composting — that’s how I write. I collect valuable 
things to make more beauty in the world.” 

The two women collaborated on several songs, including the en¬ 
gaging “Please Say” which expresses the frustration that comes 
from not finding the right words: “Baby, what I feel for you/Could 
bring a poet to her knees/And beg the skies for mercy." Williamson’s 
haunting title song “Between the Covers” is breathtakingly evoca¬ 
tive of the sensuality of love, while “Invocation” is an empowering 
assertion of the power of music and love. 

I could go on, but the magic of this album is beyond my ability 
to capture in mere words. Filled with the joy that real love engen¬ 
ders, Between the Covers is a celebration of life. It’s also loads of fun 
to listen to, if you’re in love or just wish you were. T

In 1991, Williamson and Fure 
founded In the Best Interests of 
Children, a volunteer-based pedi¬ 
atric AIDS organization. Their ef¬ 
forts led to the establishment of 
Camp Colors, a family day camp 
for kids with HIV/AIDS, and 
Health Jam, an information net¬ 
work for teenagers. The all-volun¬ 
teer effort meant that the parent 
organization had a limited life, 
but that the programs ITBIC 
started would continue. “We’re 
hoping,” Williamson explains, 
“that if people feel the need for 
this, the community will start 
their own organization. It’s im¬ 
portant that we see that AIDS 
wears a different face in the world, 
and that’s the face of a child. We 
also see AIDS as an important 
women’s health issue.” 

As pioneers in so-called 
“women’s music,” Williamson and 
Fure have been pigeonholed as “for 
women only” by the very women 
who love their work. They became 
a well-kept secret. Williamson in¬ 
sists that “we are a secret to be 
shared. Everyone is welcome at our 
concerts. People want to keep us in 


a closet, but we want to share our 
art with the world. Let us as 
women learn generosity, play the 
card of grace. Everyone writes 
from a personal place, but then we 
have to extend it to others. Music 
is like water — it should be avail¬ 
able to anyone who is thirsty. Peo¬ 
ple cling to the closet; they don’t 
know what it’s like to be free. We 
can offer a sense of the open heart, 
of flying, of true love, of love that is 
active, not passive.” 

What comes across in a con¬ 
versation with Williamson and 
Fure is the love they feel for each 
other, and the joy that love brings 
to both. “You have to wake up,” 
Williamson exclaims. “Love is 
alive and afoot in the world.” T

Virgin machine

O ne-person shows are rarely 
successful because every¬ 
thing must revolve around 
a single performer, who, even 
though he/she is usually creating 
the proverbial “range of charac¬ 
ters,” isn’t interesting enough to 
carry a whole show. This is not 
the case with Andrew Nance, 
who never fails to be anything 
but compelling in Colin Martin’s 
one-person Virgins and Other 
Myths, the latest in the New 
Conservatory Theatre’s Gay Pride series. Under the careful direc¬ 
tion of Ed Decker, Nance turns in one of his most remarkable, fine¬ 
ly nuanced performances yet. 

Martin’s show revolves around a man — also named Colin — 
whose attempts to understand his own complicated gay libido take 
him on a slow descent into sexual compulsion. It’s a gradual reve¬ 
lation of a character whose psyche has been shaped by aspects of his 
own personality as well as by external circumstances. Along the way, 
Nance introduces the audience to characters from his past, among 
them a doctor who tells him he has AIDS, another doctor who says 
the diagnosis was wrong, a teacher who molested him as a child, 
and people who paid him for sex. 

Nance’s portrait reveals how each step of Colin’s descent is taken 
with the knowledge gained from the previous step, and in doing so, 
gives his performance a depth often lacking in works like this. And 
though Nance is saddled with the unenviable task of portraying a 
host of characters — from a ghastly apparition to a patronizing 
kindergarten teacher, as well as Colin from age five into adulthood 
~r* Nance goes beyond mere crowd control to achieve some startling 
characterizations. Virgins and Other Myths is well worth seeing. ▼

SF Symphony , MTT together again

M ichael Tilson Thomas 
and the San Francisco 
Symphony returned to 
work last Wednesday at Davies 
Symphony Hall, thus ending a 67- 
day strike, the longest work stop¬ 
page in the organization’s history. 
Those who attended the concert 
with hopes of gleaning some per¬ 
haps sensational insight into the 
state of the orchestra and its con¬ 
ductor were most likely disap¬ 
pointed, as Wednesday’s perfor¬ 
mance was strictly business as 
usual. Fortunately, what counts as 
business as usual under SF Sym¬ 
phony Music Director Michael 
Tilson Thomas is top-flight 
music-making, often in interest¬ 
ing and unusual repertoire. 

With little or no fanfare, Tilson 
Thomas mounted the podium to 
lead a consistently satisfying and 
frequently electrifying account of 
J.S. Bach’s Magnificat in D and 
Igor Stravinksy’s rarefy encoun¬ 
tered Persephone. Things could 
have been worse, and very nearly 
were. 

Had the increasingly acrimo¬ 
nious strike not reached a shrill 
crescendo in the weeks before the 
February 9 settlement, BMG Clas¬ 
sics might not have “indefinitely” 
postponed plans to record Perse¬ 
phone live for a CD release (it was 
to be coupled with last fall’s live 
recording of Stravinsky’s Rite of 
Spring). That the project has been 
shelved is a pity, since Tilson 
Thomas has assembled the ideal 
forces with which to realize the 
piece, which, judging from last 
Friday’s repeat performance, had 
assumed a force and integrity sur¬ 
passing that of The Rite. That 


and subscription events, proved 
the sticking points of the strike’s 
dog days, and while both sides can 
claim victories, the compromises 
come at what all involved deem 
giant steps backwards in musi¬ 
cian-management relations and 
morale on both sides. 

In return for assuming these 
burdens. Symphony management 
got two more Sunday matinees 
next season and the musicians a 
guarantee of revolving seating for 
all string players, which they hope 
will reduce the number of injuries 
during concentrated playing peri¬ 
ods. Clearly, bridge building 
seems more urgent than ever be¬ 
fore. 

Fortunately, low morale was 
nowhere in evidence when the 
musicians returned to their chairs 
Wednesday. A few lax lips in the 
brass section hobbled much of the 
prominent music in the big outer 
choruses of the Magnificat , but 
the problem seemed to right itself 
by Friday, when the estimable first 
trumpet, Glenn Fischthal, and his 
colleagues dispatched their fan¬ 
fares impeccably and with brio. 

Bach is hardly a composer as¬ 
sociated with Tilson Thomas, but 
the Magnificat — a favorite of the 
conductor’s mentor, Leonard 
Bernstein — is a piece he comes by 
honestly and interprets with origi¬ 
nality and deep musical under¬ 
standing. Bach was characteristi¬ 
cally resourceful in setting the text 
of the Magnificat , Tilson Thomas 
characteristically insightful and 
spontaneous in rendering it. 

Although small differences 
distinguished Wednesday’s per¬ 
formance from Friday’s, in both 
the sequence of the three final 
choruses was particularly power¬ 
ful. Friday, the ethereal “Suscepit 


missed opportunity, however, is 
just one of several casualties of 
what has turned out to be the 
longest strike in Bay Area musical 
history. 

Now that the dust has settled, 
it’s possible to assess the fruits — 
if any — of the strike. For the mu¬ 
sicians, the gains are quantifiable. 
Base salaries for the new three- 
year contract period were raised 
to $1,490 per week for the first 
year, $1,545 for the second, and 
$1,580 for the third. Minimum 
orchestra size was increased from 
101 to 103 players. And, after the 
most difficult wrangling of the 
strike’s first phase, the musicians 
secured a satisfactory new med¬ 
ical benefits package through 
Health Net. 

Symphony management won 
two additional Sunday matinee 
concerts next season, but at a con¬ 
siderable price. Issues of schedul¬ 
ing and work load, both for tours

“Gloria Patri” was expressed in a 
joyous acceleration. The final 
“Sicut erat” came as an exuberant 
release from the sense of propul¬ 
sion the work as a whole had at¬ 
tained. 

Tenor Toby Spence and bass 


Richard Zeller made sturdy con¬ 
tributions, but the solo honors 
went to the women. Getting a so¬ 
prano of Rebecca Evans’ quality 
for a single aria may represent 
Tilson Thomas’ luxury casting as 
its most extravagant, but Evans 
earned her fee with a radiant 
“Quia respexit” — all three min¬ 
utes of it. 

Lorraine Hunt, doubling sec¬ 
ond soprano and alto solos, 
brought a broader palette of vocal 
colors and emotions to two arias 
and a duet than many a singer 
brings to an entire operatic role. 
Her contribution to the “Et mis- 
ericordia” duet had the depth one 
has come to expect of this trea- 
surable singer, and her “Esuri- 
entes” seemed almost playful in its 
realization of rapturous wonder.

in Box Lunch DeLaria performs 
several classic numbers of the be¬ 
bop tradition of the ’40s and ’50s, 
songs like “Lady Be Good,”“Hush 
Now, Don’t Explain,” and “Cot¬ 
tontail ” The comedian’s way with 
a song is so convincing that Ris¬ 
ing Star Records has signed De¬ 
Laria to a three-record deal. The 
first of the three, Box Lunch, is 
being recorded live at Josie’s dur¬ 
ing the current run. And this 
summer, DeLaria will go into the 
studio to begin work on an all¬ 
jazz CD that will culminate in a 
tribute to Ella Fitzgerald. “I’m 
going to cover Ella’s version of 
‘How High the Moon’ from the 
Ella Live In Berlin album,” DeLar¬ 
ia explains. “It’s a classic piece of 
scat, and I’m learning it note for 
note, the way a horn player learns 
classic horn solos. As far as I 
know, no one has ever attempted 
it. I guess nobody else had the 
chutzpah — or the clitzpah — so 
I’m goin’for it.” 

When she’s not busy doing 
stand-up and making music, De¬ 
Laria is usually working in the 
movies. In her latest film, an inde¬ 
pendent feature called Homo 
Heights, she co-stars with Quentin 
Crisp and plays, believe it or not, 
the quieter romantic lead. “The 
producers wanted me for a come¬ 
dy role, but I suggested that I play 
the romantic lead, which is kind 
of a Warren Beatty-like womaniz¬ 
er, liar, cheat, thief kind of role,” 
she says. The movie, which is still 
in post production, should be out 
in time for the Lesbian and Gay 
Film Festival in june. 

In the meantime, DeLaria is 
racing from project to project. She 
and writing partner Maggie 
Casella are adapting Leslie Fein- 
berg’s novel Stone Butch Blues for 
the screen. The first draft is com¬ 
plete, and the writers are now ar¬ 
guing with the producers. Mean¬ 
while, the actor’s own film script, 
Liar, Cheat, Shrew, Thief, in which 
DeLaria plays the lead, is in devel¬ 
opment with Canada’s Fabulous 
Productions. The film goes into 
production at the end of the year. 
Yet another film project, Saxo¬ 
phone, is currently in the writing 
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Lea: nothing pisses her off more than "white people with dreadlocks/' 


phase. Whatever she ends up 
doing in the world of film, DeLar¬ 
ia says she’s not about to give up 
her “day job,” stand-up comedy. 

With a squadron of agents rep¬ 
resenting her at each film studio, 
each network, and in each come¬ 
dy circuit, it’s not likely that De¬ 
Laria will soon stop working. 
Aside from guest spots on shows 
like Saved by the Bell (she played a 
gym teacher) and Andy Griffith’s 
Matlock, DeLaria has also hosted 
a cooking show on the Food Net¬ 
work. “How hilarious is that?” she 
queries. Although the producers 
cut some of her political and sex¬ 
ual humor from the final broad¬ 
cast, they did leave in a fisting joke 
DeLaria cracked while holding a 
chicken. She believes the joke, 
which made references to Newt 
Gingrich, was left in because the 
producers had no idea that fisting 
wasn’t a cooking term. 

Outspoken 

DeLaria is more than medium 
famous in England, where she has 
recently appeared in a documen¬ 
tary about why Jodie Foster is a 
lesbian idol. “Why wouldn’t she 
be is my question?” DeLaria coun¬ 
ters. The show was such a hit that 
Britain’s Channel 4 has ap¬ 
proached her about hosting the 
lust episode in its forthcoming se¬ 
ries on the seven deadly sins. 

It isn’t lost on DeLaria that in 
Europe she’s talking about lust 
while in the States she’s doing 
Matlock. “America is so far behind 
Europe when it comes to gays and 
lesbians on television,” DeLaria 
says. “TV here is run by straight, 
conservative white men. That’s 
why — and mark my words — 
Ellen DeGeneres’ character will 
not come out of the closet. I find 
the whole thing repulsive. It’s so 
duplicitous to just grab the 
money and attention this way. It’s 
not being done to further the 
cause of the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity. If it was, then Ellen De¬ 
Generes herself would come out 
of the closet. This is pabulum, 
faux marble. It’s having a vagina 
and eating it too.” 

Not one to mince words, De¬ 
Laria has strong opinions about 
the gay and lesbian community 
and the current state of queer life. 
“If we spent half the time we ex¬ 
pend yelling at each other yelling 
at the powers-that-be, we’d have 


had our rights years ago,” she says. 
“The problem comes in saying 
we’re a community. We’re a coali¬ 
tion of like-minded individuals 
who want our rights. Once you 
start talking about anything other 
than gay rights — anything — 
then you have trouble, infighting 
and eye-scratching. 

“It’s monstrous that we have 
big events like the March on 
Washington or Stonewall and 
then don’t do anything with 
them,” DeLaria continues. “We’re 
all here, let’s get an agenda. The 
radical fuckin’ right has an agen¬ 
da, and believe me, we’re on it, so 
we need to get together and get 
past the bitching and fighting that 
has turned us not into a commu¬ 
nity but sectioned-off individuals 
who don’t trust each other. We do 
that by calling ourselves the gay, 
lesbian, transgender, transsexual, 
bibbi-de-bobbi-de-boo. We help 
draw the lines between each other. 
Words don’t have meaning. It’s 
just a name. Pick something and 
live with it.” 

The focus of DeLaria’s consid¬ 
erable wrath isn’t just trained on 
the queer community’s minutiae 
editors. She has plenty of other 
pet peeves, for instance, white 
people with dreadlocks. “That’s 
goin’ up my ass about a mile right 
now,” she says. “I see ’em and I 
want to throw ’em a quarter and 
say, buy a culture!” The other 
thing that sets her off is the les¬ 
bian thriller movie Bound. “To 
me, it’s just like the blacksploita- 
tion movies of the ’70s,” she ex¬ 
plains. “Here’s a movie written, 
produced and directed by white, 
straight men and completely cast 
with straight women. I have a 
problem with that because my life 
is being written about by people 
who know absolutely nothing 
about my life, and the movie is 
being held up as a great lesbian 
story by the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity. Once again this is us 
shooting ourselves in the foot.” 

There are some things in life, 
however, that bring DeLaria 
unadulterated pleasure. “I really 
like that girls are wearing tight 
clothes again,” she says with a big 
smile. “I also get extreme pleasure 
from [singer] Lisa Loeb. She’s just 
fine. I’m objectifying her in a big, 
bad way, but she’s doin’ me in 
right now. Same thing for the lead

'Machinal'

W atching the American 
Conservatory Theatre’s 
current production of 
Machinal, the expressionistic 1928 
play by Sophie Treadwell, is a little 
like watching a museum display 
come to life. The production itself 
has much to recommend it: fine 
direction by Laird Williamson, a 
handsome period design by Ralph 
Funicello, and strong perfor¬ 
mances. But Treadwell’s play — 
well ahead of its time 70 years ago 
— about the first woman execut¬ 
ed in New York’s electric chair is 
more curious than compelling, 
more intellectual than involving. 

Treadwell’s insight into the de¬ 
humanizing mechanics of an in¬ 
dustrial metropolis in a capitalist 
nation is potent, but her skill at 
conveying the drama of those 
caught up in the heartless ma¬ 
chine relies more on production 
design than it does on her script. 
In the A.C.T. production, it falls to 
the luminous Michelle Morain to 
bring some humanity to the role 
of protagonist Helen Jones, which 
she does with moving sincerity. 

Repressed by the economic 
and emotional poverty of her life, 
Helen falls into the pudgy arms of 
her boss (Matt DeCaro), who 
ropes her into a loveless marriage. 
Financial stress abated, Helen 
goes in search of emotional en¬ 
richment, a journey that leads her 
into a speakeasy and eventually 
into the web of a handsome 
stranger (sexy Mark Harelik) who 
will inspire Helen to commit 
murder and then betray her. 

The scene in which Helen and

her lover court in the dingy bar 
are among the most interesting 
pages in Treadwell’s play. While 
the two lovers get acquainted, 
other bar patrons act out their 
own dramas: at one table, a 
young black couple (Michael 
Gene Sullivan and Velina Brown) 
contemplates abortion — he 
wants it, she doesn’t, so he basi¬ 
cally gets her drunk enough to 
agree with him.

Helen’s journey from cowering 
insignificance to murderous re¬ 
lease is interesting, especially in 
this solid production, but 
throughout Machinal’s intermis¬ 
sionless two hours, themes of 
dreary emptiness, hopeless au¬ 
tomation, and ultimate suffoca¬ 
tion bear down with the insis¬ 
tence of a jackhammer. T

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Diva gets her due

Cass Elliot; Dream a Little 
Dream: The Cass Elliot Collec¬ 
tion, MCA 

I t’s unlikely that last year’s 
charming junior-fag love story, 
Beautiful Thing, would have 
worked half as well without its 
soundtrack of “Mama” Cass Elliot 
songs. The movie’s most memo¬ 
rable and romantic scenes — in 
particular Ste and Jamie’s slow 
dance in their Council Flats’ 
courtyard at the film’s fanciful 
conclusion — featured Elliot’s ca¬ 
ressing pop vocals in the back¬ 
ground. 

One reason that Elliot’s music 
and Beautiful Thing’s story were 
such a perfect fit is that the singer 
was the embodiment of the film’s 
simple “be true to yourself” 
theme. In an era when the epito¬ 
me of female beauty was fiber waif 
Twiggy, Elliot was comfortable 
enough with her zaftig figure to 
pose nude for the cameras. Musi¬ 
cally, she was a non-conformist as 
well, alternating over the course of 
her short career between ragged 
blues, lush folk-rock, Vegas-y lite 
jazz, and bubble-gum pop. 

To capitalize on the renewed 
interest in Elliot’s music spurred 
by Beautiful Thing, MCA has re¬ 
leased a sampler of some of her 
best songs, Dream a Little Dream: 


The Cass Elliot Collection. Com¬ 
piled by her daughter, Owen El- 
liot-Kugell, the CD unearths a 
song (“Wild Woman”) by Elliot’s 
little-known early act, The Big 
Three, as well as the gorgeous 
“Dream a Little Dream of Me,” 
which she recorded with the band 
that made her famous, The 
Mamas and the Papas. The bulk 
of the record, however, sticks to 
the solo material the singer re¬ 
leased from the late ’60s until her 
death in 1974. (Putting to rest the 
urban myth that she choked to 


death on a ham sandwich, the 
liner notes assert that the 32-year- 
old Elliot died in her sleep of a 
heart attack.) 

Elliot enjoyed her greatest com¬ 
mercial success with material writ¬ 
ten by Barry Mann and Cynthia 
Weil, who, along with the Neil 
Sedaka/Howie Greenfield and Ca¬ 
role King/Gerry Goffin songwrit¬ 
ing teams, were the leading archi¬ 
tects of early ’60s Brill Building 
pop. Elliot’s interpretations of 


sunny Mann/Weil songs like “It’s 
Getting Better” and “New World 
Coming,” with their Phil Spector- 
ish wall of sound, must have 
sounded decidedly dated upon re¬ 
lease in the late ’60s, but, fortu¬ 
nately, time has been kind to them. 
One Mann/Weil tune, “Make Your 
Own Kind of Music,” which served 
as a lovely metaphor for queer ro¬ 
mance in Beautiful Thing, could 
even be called a classic. 

Most of Elliot’s pop numbers 
only showcased a fraction of her 
considerable range as a vocalist. 


Luckily, this collection includes 
several ballads, namely the 
strangely nostalgic “Disney Girls” 
and the wistful, Hal David- 
penned “The Good Times Are 
Coming,” that are evidence 
enough of the warmth and depth 
of her singing. These songs indi¬ 
cate that Elliot, who boasted the 
requisite charisma and gay fol¬ 
lowing, would have likely ma¬ 
tured into a first-rate cabaret 
singer had she lived. ▼

Rick Jacobsen 

1961—1997 

U nderground art dealer, ac¬ 
tivist, theatrical producer, 
substance-abuse counselor, 
bookseller, and certified massage 
therapist Rick Jacobsen died last 
week after a lengthy battle with 
AIDS-related lymphoma. Jacobsen 
left an indelible queer mark on 
most aspects of San Francisco’s art 
scene, from the gay ghetto to SF- 
MOMA. A man of tart, self-depre¬ 
cating wit and crowd-pleasing in¬ 
stincts, Jacobsen breathed acerbic 
life into the local gallery circuit 
with Kiki, his clubhouse for creative types, and staged events such 
as Late Nile with Joan Jett Blakk and Waiting for Godet 

“I’m sure it’s the homosexual in me, but I’ve always been inter¬ 
ested in shows,” he once said. As an early ACT UP member, Jacob¬ 
sen learned the energizing effect of a good spectacle and channeled 
the notion into curating edgy art exhibitions, shows that included 
such luminaries as Jerome Caja, Keith Mayerson, Cecilia Dougher¬ 
ty, and Nayland Blake. He opened his gallery in 1993 with “Caca at 
Kiki,” an artfully scatological event, and continued to explore his 
fascination with pop culture in shows like Bong!, a sculptural look 
at you know what. He went on to examine the problematic nature 
of red ribbon empathy with Sick Joke, an exhibition of AIDS humor. 
In a self-published catalog for the latter, Jacobsen wrote of the epi¬ 
demic with characteristic lucidity: “The storm as a metaphor takes 
on biblical proportions and I know no Noah. Fuck it; today we’re 
survivors.” For those who knew him, his smirky, lovable memory 
perseveres. He was 35. ▼ ..

sky’s largely choral Persephone. By 
Friday’s performance, the con¬ 
ductor’s attention was focused at 
least as much on the Chorus as on 
the large orchestra, and the detail 
he coaxed from the choristers, 
particularly the women, more 
than repaid his attentions.

Real estate 

T he artists of the group show Real 
World at New Langton Arts may 
or may not have gone through 
the looking-glass, but their collected 
works all have something to do with 
imaginary landscapes. These nine 
artists make their own reality, Alices 
all, in the Wonderland of art. 

Real World has both large installa¬ 
tions and very tiny images, but Erika 
Olsen Hannes’ elaborate installation 
steals the show. It’s a big pink island 
installed in the middle of the gallery, 
filled with plastic tropical flora, artifi¬ 
cial topographical features, and, de¬ 
scending from a ramp which leads to 
the skylight above, kitschy figurines of 
bridal figures meeting and greeting. 
Hannes’ target may be cultural notions 
of the feminine, but her installation 
will satisfy any girl or boy’s aspirations 
of creating a Fantasy Island from 
model glue and pop culture. 

Obvious artifice and a whimsical 
approach to scale play a large part in 
many of these works. Michael Ashkin 
has made sculptures of deserted land¬ 
scapes that are meticulous in their 
recreation of the sort of industrial 
wastelands that open up in the outly¬ 
ing areas of population centers. New 
Langton program associate Lorelei 
Stewart says Ashkin’s works “recall out- 
take stills of road films: banal road side 
scenes in B movies or other narratives 
in which the detritus of industrial life 
figures as backdrop.” The beauty of 
Ashkin’s work is in its intimations of 
some ideal arte povera created from 
your daddy’s Lionel train set. 

And for the architectural enthusiasts 
among us, Ken Goldberg and Karl 
Bohringer have reproduced Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s famous Fallingwater 
house at a scale of 1/1,000,000, so that 
we have to peer at the cantilevered 
structure through the lens of a micro¬ 
scope. The confusion of worlds— art 
appreciation with microscopic sci¬ 
ence— brings some interesting associ¬ 
ations to bear on the prairie doyenne of 
American architecture. This lovely res¬ 
idence for paramecia has us envision¬ 
ing a Trump Tower for capitalist para¬ 
sites, as designed by Philip Johnson. T

S an Francisco-based 
performer, writer, and 
activist Adrian Brooks 
will perform “Blessings in

In Brooks’ own words: “I 
want to share the true story 
of a meeting — and subse¬ 
quent affair — with my psy¬ 
chic double, a young Dutch 
man I met in India in 1989. 

This work is a tribute to a 
phenomenal love that cer¬ 
tainly seemed predestined 
to happen. Beautiful and sad, tragic and triumphant, it is a haunt¬ 
ing tale that will find utterance in a spontaneous, improvised per¬ 
formance combining storytelling, poetry and dynamic action¬ 
painting while inviting audience participation ” 

Brooks has been in the international art world since childhood, 
as his globe-trotting parents collected art, ran a gallery, and pub¬ 
lished criticism. In the ’60s, Brooks joined the Friends World Insti¬ 
tute, an international Quaker college, founded with the avowed aim 
of producing “agents of social change” via non-violent revolution. 
He studied with Dr. Martin Luther King, and, later, studied an¬ 
thropology in Mexico and East Africa. 

* After living in New York in the early ’70s, where he was associ¬ 
ated with Warhol’s crowd, Brooks settled in San Francisco, where he 
became a prime mover of the “Angels of Light,” a radical collective 
free theater. After “Holy Cow” (1979 to 1980) established the Angels 
as a unique national treasure, Brooks retired from the company. In 
1983, he wrote and starred in “Leni Riefenstahl,” a trial drama that 
examined the life of the infamous German film director. After a 
decade of living in Europe and India, Brooks has returned to San 
Francisco, where he continues to, write and present experimental 
performance pieces. ▼
